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CONCERNING A NATIONAL 
INSECTICIDE LAW. 


Congress is at present concerned with 
two bills, one introduced in the Sen- 


ate and the other a House measure, 
both designed to prevent the sale of 
adulterated paris green and such like 
insecticides and fungicides, and from 
all appearances it seems probable that 
a Federal measure having to do with 
the manufacture and distribution of 
this class of goods will soon become 
law, since apparently there is little or 
no opposition. The manufacturers are 
practically unanimous in support of a 
law which would be uniform, and 
bring the same conditions to bear in 
all States alike. The only anxiety 
they express is that the provisions of 
the bill be not made too exacting and 
that the penalties for infringing be not 
too severe. They fear that the scien- 
tific framers of a law may in their en- 
thusiasm go too far, by insisting upon 
certain requirements which are theo- 
retically possible, but commercially im- 
practicable. There is always this same 
danger whenever any measure involv- 
ing the manufacture of a food, drug or 
chemical product is in process of for- 
mation. The chemist is prone to ex- 
pect from the factory the same results 
as he obtains in his laboratory. The 
principle is all right, but no matter 
how honest his intentions may be the 
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manufacturer in many cases cannot 
comply with the exact requirements 
because of unforeseen circumstances 
or contingencies. 

In the manufacture of paris green, 
for instance, the chemist and entomolo- 
gist would demand that the product 
contain not less than fifty-seven per 
cent. of arsenious oxide, and a failure 
to comply with this requirement might 
cause the manufacturer a heavy pen- 
alty, not only in fines, but in the loss 
of the goods themselves. It is claimed 
that the minimum of fifty-seven per 
cent. of arsenious oxide comes danger- 
ously close to the maximum percent- 
age which can be effectively employed 
in the manufacture of paris green, and 
that a slip or an inequality in the 
chemicals used to make a _ certain 
batch might easily run the percentage 
of arsenic above the limit necessary to 
the full effectiveness of the green. It 
is a well-known fact that no two 
batches of paris green are identically 
alike, no matter how carefully the in- 
gredients have been chosen and mea- 
sured. In the process of manufacture 
chemical changes take place which 
vary with conditions that cannot be 
weighed, hence off color green is of 
frequent occurrence. This will not 
pass the examination of the buyer, ex- 
cept at a concession, though for prac- 
tical purposes it may be quite as ef- 
fective, if not more so, than a green 
of a darker shade. 

The manufacturers ask, in the mat- 
ter of paris green legislation for a law 
which will allow for discrepancies in 
manufacture to a reasonable extent 
and yet afford the consumer the full- 
est measure of protection. They sug- 
gest that as the most rigorous of the 
existing State laws calls for a 
minimum of fifty per cent. of com- 
bined arsenious oxide and than 
three and one-half per cent. of water 
soluble arsenic, and that as formulas 
based upon these requirements, when 
properly prepared, give the fullest 
measure of satisfaction that these per- 
centages be adopted as the standard 
and be made applicable to all the 
States of the Union. They aver that 
the practice of adulterating paris 
green is now extinct, and that the 
gocds now placed upon the market are 
invariably up to required strnegth and 
quality. 

While the degree of accuracy in re- 
spect to this statement might be 
questioned by the more cynical among 
the entomologists and others interest- 
ed in the manufacture and sale of the 
insecticide, it must be allowed that 
the quality of paris green now offered 
for sale in the markets of the various 
States has vastly improved during the 
last few yearg So much so in fact as 
to make legislation at this date of 
much less consequence than it would 
have been some few seasons ago. 
This improvement has been welcomed 
by all the honest manufacturers, and 
we are happy to say that we do not 
know any who are not honest, but it 
came about through no particular en- 
Geavor on their part to live up to a 
strict code business morality. It 
has largely been the result of State 
laws, Which compelled a varying de- 
gree of purity for the goods. There is 
little question that these laws were not 
passed before the necessity for them 
became pronounced. A standard qual- 
ity is difficult to maintain in the face 
of competition, and where there are no 
restrictions or Ifmitations placed upon 
the manufacture of an article, or no 
hard and fast rule as to labeling, it is 
easy to see how paris green in some 
instances grew so weak that farmers 
complained that it fattened the bugs. 
And then the various State entomolo- 
gists became alarmed. Their skill, 
knowledge and usefulness was ques- 
tioned when certain insecticides were 
recommended, which failed to do the 
work for which they had been pre- 
scribed. To save their reputations, 
therefore, as well as to save the tiller 
of the soil the useless expense and la- 
bor of applying a worthless ingredient 
to his vines, the State legislatures 
were applied to, and the effect has 
been such as to leave now little or no 
grounds for serious complaint. ‘The 
manufacturer is pleased, too, because 
he can now put out an article bear- 
ing his name, and in which he can 
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take a pride, with the assurance that 
no one can undersell him by offering a 
spurious article. The same conditions, 
too, may be said to apply to arsenate 
of lead and other insecticides. 

All the States have not passed laws 
to prevent the adulteration or mis- 
branding of these proaucts, but a suf- 
ficient number have adopted them to 
make the effect felt over practically 
the entire country. The principal con- 
suming States have adopted them for 
their own protection, and as_ these 
States serve as distributing points for 
others, and vice versa, the manufac- 
turer who would send out, for instance, 
an adulterated paris green in the hope 
that it would not reach a prohibitive 
district, would be taking too long a 
chance for safety. It ftound oftered 
for sale in any such State, the penal- 
ties of the law in respect to adulterated 
green would be enforced so far as pos- 
sible irrespective of the fact that the 
goods might have peen_ originally 
Shipped to a point where the law dia 
not apply. Hence it is that there has 
been so little if any adulterated insec- 
ticide placed upon the market of late; 
for while the requirements differ in dif- 
ferent States, the wise manufacturer 
has been careful to select the most ex- 
acting of them, so that in complying 
With its provisions he may come welt 
within the safety zone of the others. 

It is comparatively easy to satisfy 
the entire community in the case of a 
single article, hence the necessity for 
. svueral or Federal law for the manu- 
facture and sale of paris green may 
not be as obvious as is a uniform law 
applying to all paints and colors, In 
fact, some of the manufacturers of the 
former say that while the bill now un- 
der consideration at Washington coin- 
cides with their ideas and would have 
their hearty and undivided support if 
amended in some minor particulars, 
yet it cannot be of real value since the 
good which it seeks to do has already 
been accomplished. It must be ad- 
mitted that these assertions are sub- 
stantiated to as great extent by the 
indifference they have shown to the 
Burton and Lowden bills in way of at- 
tending the hearings. These have been 
very one-sided affairs, the only manu- 
facturer represented before the com- 
mittee speaking strongly in favor of 
the measure. 

The statement before the Committee 
of Interstate Commerce of Dr. E. D. 
Sanderson, a member of the National 
Association of Entomologists and chief 
of the Agricultural Experiment Station 
of New Hampshire, is interesting in 
many ways, though the points are not 
particularly new. Dr. Sanderson, who 
is really the author of the bill, goes 
over a well-beaten path in its defense, 
but he makes plain a few phases in 
regard to Federal legislation, which 
have been frequently emphasized by 
the Reporter, and he brought some 
matters to view which perhaps never 
before have been sufficiently realized. 
For instance, our crops last year, he 
said, were worth close to eight bill- 
ion dollars, fully ten per cent. of which 
were lost from insect depredation and 
still another ten per cent. from fungus 
disease. According to these figures it 
may be estimated that there is an an- 
nual loss to the community of approx- 
imately $1,600,000,000. The only logical 
protection against such a fabulous de- 
struction lies in the successful use of 
insecticides and fungicides, and the im- 
portance of making these weapons as 
effective as possible therefore 
readily be realized. Dr. Sanderson 
goes so far as to say that with the 
sufficient use of the proper kinds of in- 
secticides and fungicides about 
$1,000,000,000 wasted grain products 
might annually be saved. The point to 
be taken to heart in this statement is 
that it pays to furnish the best remedy 
possible for the evil, for the more ef- 
fective this remedy, the greater will 
be the confidence in its and the 
greater will be the quantity consumed. 

Dr. Sanderson’s argument, which was 
from an entomologist’s standpoint, was 
a strong plea for effective insecticides 
which would do their work without in- 
jury to the plant life, and in order to 
secure these he contended that the pro- 
posed Federal law was needed. He 
paid a deserved tribute to the manufac- 
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turers, however, in the statement that 
the incidents of adulterated paris 
green, as now reported by the various 
authorities throughout the country, 
were comparatively few. To judge from 
the specific cases mentioned by the 
speaker, they may in fact be reckoned 
as rare. Notwithstanding, however, Dr. 
Sanderson urges with all possible 
earnestness the passage of a Federal 
act, the plea being made largely on be- 
half of entomologists and pathologists 
whose reputation has suffered by rea- 
son of their having recommended the 
use of insecticides which failed to do 
their work, the unfortunate part of it 
being that as public officials they were 
barred from specifying any particular 
brand or make which they might know 
to be efficient. It is pleasing to note 
that at this hearing the only represen- 
tative of the manufacturers lent all 
possible support to the measure, and 
fervently urged its adoption upon the 
grounds that established standards 
were necessary and desirable and that 
he knew of no manufacturer big or 
little who was opposing legislation. He 
advocated strongly at the same time 
that the regulations should in justice 
to the manufacturers be made uniform 
for the entire country. A satisfactory 
Federal law is always helpful in bring- 
ing about such a desirable end and it 
is for this reason among others that 
the Reporter has always favored a fair 
National law to govern the scattered 
interests and industries of the United 
States. . 


ACTION ON FEDERAL PAINT 
LEGISLATION. 


Information comes to us from our 
Washington correspondent that the 
Committee on Manufactures of the 
United States Senate have concluded 
not to continue the hearings on the 
Heyburn paint bill (Senate Bill No. 
1130), since Chairman Heyburn and his 
associates on the sub-committee, which 
had charge of the hearings, feel that 
the matter should be submitted upon 
the hearings already had, and the 
probability is that no further hearings 
will be given, and that action will 
be taken by the full committee either 
for or against reporting the Heyburn 
bill to the Senate in the course of a 
few weeks. 

In this connection we are glad to 
state that the manufacturers have at 
last decided that the most effective 
way to fight the drastic provisions of 
the Heyburn bill, which compels the 
manufacturer to disclose his formula 
upon the label of every package of 
paint, is to urge instead the passage 
of a bill which, while providing against 
misbranding and mislabeling, shall 
not take away from the manufactur- 
ers trade secrets which they have of- 
ten spent years in perfecting. As the 
Reporter has pointed out, such a Dill 
would afford an adequate protection 
to the painter and property owner by 
assuring them that they would get 
exactly what they paid for—and that 
all paint products should be sold for 
exactly what they are, and not under 
the guise of something else. It would, 
moreover, protect the reputable man- 
ufacturers of the country against the 
unscrupulous competition of mail or- 
der houses and fake manufacturers. 

The Eastern Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association, realizing the necessity for 
prompt action in this matter, appointed 
a committee to prepare a paint bill 
along the lines which Mr. Trigg, on 
behalf of the Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association, stated at the hearing on 
the Heyburn bill would be unobjec- 
tionable to any honest manufacturer; 
to wit, a law “compelling net weights 
and measures,” and “penalizing mis- 
representation or mis-statement on 
labels."”" This committee, aided by 
eminent legal counsel, took the Hey- 
burn bill in its main features as re- 
ferring to interstate commerce, and 
the method of enforcement, as well 
as the provision relative to a guarantee 
similar to that of the Pure Food and 
Drugs Act, and omitting the objec- 
tionable provisions requiring the print- 
ing of the formula upon the label, sub- 
stituted for them the broad general 
provisions against mislabeling and 
misbranding contained in the Bing- 
ham bill, introduced into Congress, 
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December 5, 1890. The bill prepared 
by the committee received the unani- 
mous indorsement of the Eastern 
Paint Manufacturers’ Association, and 
subsequently of the New York Paint, 
Oi! and Varnish Club, and arrange- 
ments were perfected for the imme- 
diate introduction of this bill to the 
present Congress. It will be found 
printed in full elsewhere in this issue. 

It is hoped that this measure pre- 
pared by the Eastern Paint Manufac- 
turers’ Association will receive the 
unanimous indorsement and _ cordial 
support of the paint manufacturing 
and jobbing trade. It is, in our judg- 
ment, eminently fair in its provisions; 
affords ample protection to the man- 
ufacturer, the painter and the property 
owner without imposing an undue bur- 
den upon any of them. Its passage 
would mean that harsh and drastic 
legislation such as that proposed in 
the formula labeling provision of the 
Heyburn bill would be shelved, and 
the’ paint trade would find themselves 
in a stronger position with the consum- 
ing public than they ever before have 
been. The Pure Food and Drugs Act 
has in practice been found to work 
no rea] hardship on honest manufac- 
turers coming under its provisions— 
indeed the law has been helpful to 
them in raising the whole standard 
of the trade. And this, we believe, 
would be the ultimate effect of the 
passage of the bill that has been pre- 
pared by the Eastern Paint Manufac- 
turers’ Association.

Washington advices state that Secre- 
tary of War Dickinson is going to pass 
on the nutritive value of bread and 
cake made from cottonseed flour. A 
box of these cottonseed cakes is now 
on the way to the Secretary from Dal- 
las, Tex. This cottonseed flour is 
something new and is said to be five 
or six times as nutritious as the ordi- 
nary cereal foods and much less ex- 
pensive. 

Advices from Jackson, Miss., state 
that the four cottonseed ojl mills of 
that city, comprising the greatest lo- 
cal industry, are about to shut down 
for the season. In fact the Jackson 
mill already has stopped its machinery 
and has banked its fires, not to resume 
until another crop of cotton has been 
made. The season has been a disas- 
trous one, as a whole, but the four lo- 
cal mills have fared better than those 
in other places, some of which have 
gone into the hands of receivers, and 
others having closed down several 
weeks ago because of the high price 
of seed, 


In order that the dipping of cattle 
may be facilitated, the Department of 
Agriculture desires to Secure immedi- 
ately the names of manufacturers who 
can furnish to cattle owners or others 
interested a standard grade of white 
arsenic which must be finely powdered 
and guaranteed to be at least 99 per 
cent. pure, The department wishes 
the manufacturer to place upon pack- 
ages intended for use in dipping a 
statement guaranteeing that the arse- 
nic conforms to the standard of pu- 
rity indicated. Communications on this 
subject should be addressed to the 
chief of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, Department of Agriculture, Wash- 
ington, D. C. Copies of the new quar- 
antine regulations when issued may be 
obtained on application to the bureau.

The Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical 
Examining Board at its meeting in 
Harrisburg last month agreed upon 
rulings relative to the manufacturers 
of proprietary medicines in that the 
use of wood alcohol instead of ethyl 
alcohol in any drug will be regarded 
as an adulteration. An infringement 
of the rule will render the manufac- 
turer liable to prosecution. The State 
board has opened offices in the capital 
building at Harrisburg and at the com- 
ing session of the Legislature it is ex- 
pected that measures which it hopes to 
have passed will greatly facilitate its 
work in the future, 


A police regulation prohibiting the 
sale of potash and sulphur, excepting 
on prescriptions, was issued last week 
by Director Clay, of the Department of 
Public Safety of Philadelphia, with a 
view to putting a stop to its use as 
an explosive in attacks on street cars 
during the trolley strike that is now in 
progress in that city. The order was 
as follows:—‘‘Notify all retail and 
manufacturing druggists to at once 
stop the sale of potash and sulphur un- 
less furnished on doctor’s prescrip- 
tions. These ingredients have been 
mixed and placed on car tracks for the 
purpose of causing explosions,’ 


The following revised tariff for use in 
assessing import duties into Egypt on 
stearin candles is to remain in operation 
until April 30 next or until denuncia- 
tion:—‘‘La Lune,” “Elephant,” 
“Sperme,” and also “Oriental” and 
“Cristal’’ and the “Special’ of the 
“Manufacture Royale d’Amsterdam,” 
valuation per kilogramme gross, in- 
cluding wrapper but not box, 26% 
milliemes; ‘‘Rosa’” and ‘Gouda Sul- 
tani,” also “J.uxe’ of the ‘‘Manufac- 
ture Royale d’Amsterdam,” 42 millie- 
mes; “Extra” of the d’Amsterdam and 
from Roubaix, 34 milliemes; all other 
brands of stearin candles, 37 milliemes. 
Duty is leviable on these valuations at 
the rate of 8 per cent. 


A review of the German industrial 
alcohol trade in 1909 states that the 
turnover in untaxed spirit for indus- 
trial purposes in 1909 amounted to only 
1,485,145 heectoliters (of 22 imperial 
gals.), as compared with 1,593,226 
hectoliters the previous year. Of this 
quantity 991,008 hectoliters (1,127,006 
hectoliters) were completely dena- 
tured. The Spiritus Zentral reports 
that the actual consumption was higher 
than the above figures indicate, being 
1,040,000 hectoliters, against 1,140,000 
hectoliters, large quantities being de- 
livered from stock towards the end of 
the year. The diminished consumption 
is attributed to the general depression 
in trade and to the lessened demand 
for motor spirit since prices were 
raised in October, 1908.

Judges of Customs Court Named, 


President Taft last Tuesday sent to the 
Senate the following nominations for the 
new Customs Court of Appeals:—Chief 
Justice Robert M. Montgomery, of the 
Supreme Court of Michigan, to be pre- 
siding judge. Associate judges:—William 
H. Hunt, of Montana; James F. Smith, 
of California; Orion M, Barber, of Ver- 
mont, and Marion Devries, of California. 

Nominations for this court were made 
by the President several months ago, but 
they were withdrawn when he found that 
Congress would persist in cutting down 
the proposed salaries from $10,000 to $7,000 
a year. When the court was first named 
Judge Alfred C, Cox, of New York, was 
selected as presiding judge. With the 
exception of Judge Cox, the court named 
on Tuesday is the same as at first chosen 
by the President.

Outturn of White Arsenic in Canada. 


Toronto, Canada, March 12, 1910. 


The total output of white arsenic in 
Canada during 1909 was reported by three 
firms making this product was 2,258,187 
pounds, valued at $64,100. In addition the 
residues or speiss from these works ex- 
ported contained 1,074,511 pounds of ar- 
senic. This is all obtained from the por- 
tion of Cobalt ores treated in Canada. 
No record is available of the total ar- 
senical contents of these ores. The ex- 
ports of arsenic are reported as 3,111,249 
pounds, valued at $119,673. The produc- 
tion of white arsenic in 1908 was 1,431,000 
pounds, valued at $41,060 and of arsenical 
ore and concentrates 9,986 tons, valued at

OBITUARY. 


Harry W. Jayne. 


After a lingering illness Dr. Harry W. 
Jayne, a noted chemist and a recognized 
authority on coal-tar products, died last 
Monday, March 7, at his home in Elkins 
Park, a suburb of Philadelphia. He was 
fifty-two years of age. Until his illness 
compelled him to relinquish active work 
Dr. Jayne was the manager of the ex- 
tensive business of the Barrett Manufac- 
turing Company, makers of coal-tar 
products, 

The deceased gentleman belonged to one 
of Philadelphia's oldest and most prom- 
inent families. He was a son of the late 
David W. and Ellen F. Jayne and was a 
grandson of the late David Jayne, the 
tounder of the proprietary medicine busi- 
ness, which is still carried on under 
his iiame by descendants. In early life it 





was decided that the young man should 
become a chemist and upon the comple- 
tion of his pre:iminary education at the 
city’s public schools he took up that 


study at the University of Pennsylvania. 


After graduation at that institution, in 
1876, Dr. Jayne went abroad, studying 
chemistry and its allied sciences at the 


University of Heidelberg and of Paris. 
He received the degree of doctor of phil- 
osophy at the University of Strasburg, 
Germany. 

Soon after his 
Dr. Jayne took up 


return to this country 
the manufacture of 
fine chemicals in Frankford, making a 
specialty of coal-tar products. He car- 
ried on this business until 1896, when his 
plant was taken over by the Barret Man- 
ufacturing Company, which continued in 
the same line of manufacture with Dr. 
Jayne as the general manager. 

Five years ago Dr. Jayne's health gave 
way, and he declined steadily until the 
end. He is survived by a widow and 





three sons—David W., Charles A. and 
Harry W. Jayne, Jr. 
Dr. Jayne was regarded in the trade 


as having no superiors and few equals as 
an authority on coual-tar products. He 
had written extensively, and frequently 
nddressed scientific meetings all over 
this and foreign countries. His private 
collection of chemical literature is said 
to be the most extensive in the world, 
Hie was a charter member of the English 
Society of Chemical Industry and of the 
French Society of Chemical Industry. He 
was actively indentified with the Ameri- 
can Institute of Chemical Engineers and 
of Franklin’ Institute, the Engineers’ 
Club and the Geographical Society in 
this eity.

ARBITRATION COMMITTEE REPORT ON 
THE RECEPTION ACCORDED MASTER 
PAINTERS’ COMMITTEE AT PHIL- 


ADELPHIA CONVENTION—LEGIS- 
LATION DISCUSSED AND IN- 
DORSED—NAVAL STORES 
COMMITTEE MAKE IM- 
PORTANT REPORT. 

The regular meeting of the Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Club of New York was held 
on Thursday last in the ballroom of 
Healy’s, Sixty-sixth street and Columbus 
avenue, the attendance being one hundred 
and tifty-two, The meeting was called 
to order by the president, J. B. Bouch, 
Jr., promptly at six o'clock, and following 
the meeting a_ beefsteak dinner was 

served in the African Jungle room, 

The first order of business was the re- 
port of the Arbitration Committee on a 
matter which was referred to it at the 
November meeting. The report was pre- 
sented by the chairman of the commit- 
tee, Geo. W. Fortmeyer, and is as fol- 
iOoWs:— 

“In attempting to investigate a matter en- 
tirely outside the jurisdiction of this club 
your committee has been forced to depend upon 
the willingness of the persons directly con- 
cerned to furnish such information as would 
justify any conclusion as to the propriety of 
the action contemplated by the resolutions re- 
ferred to us. The delegates from the Interna- 
tional Association of Master House Painters 
and Decorators who were in attendance at 
the Philadelphia convention, as well as the 
secretary of the National Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Association, bave courteously and freely 
responded to requests for information § ad- 
dressed them by the chairman of your com- 
mittee. From their replies your committee con- 
cludes that, while the secretary of the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Association acted 
somewhat ill-advisedly in his communications 
with the representatives of the Master House 
Painters’ Association, his intention therein was 
that such action should be considered of a 
purely personal nature, and the possibility of 
said action being regarded by the delegates 
©’ the International Master House Painters and 
}ecorators as official was not properly appre- 
ciated or even remotely thought of by him. 








And this, in the opinion of your committee, 
emphasizes the importance of considering by 
any secretary how difficult, and even almost 


impossible, it is for those outside of official 
environment to distinguish the attenuated and 
goSssamerlike thread of demarcation lying be- 
tween personal and official utterances or ac- 
tion. It is also evident from our correspon- 
dence that the delegates from the Master 
Hiovse Painters’ Association were disposed to 
give the National Paint, Oil and Varnish Asso- 
ciation the benefit of any doubt they may have 
entertained upon the subject, but, inasmuch as 
there was thought to be a fair reason ror 
doubt, it is the opinion of your committee that 
this club might with propriety adopt the fol- 
lowing resolution:— 

‘‘Whereas, It has become apparent that cer- 
tain occurrences at the convention of the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Association held 
in Philadelphia in October last raised a ques- 
tion in the minds of the delegates from the 
International Association of Master House 
Painters and Decorators as to the cordiality 
of their welcome and the privileges extended 
to them, therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That the New York Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Club respectfully suggest to the pres- 
ident of the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association the propriety of addressing a let- 
ter to the president of the International Asso- 
ciation of Masten House Painters and Decora- 
tors, expressing regret for any occurrence that 
may have given rise in their minds to a doubt 
as to the nature of the courtesies extended to 
them as delegates, and the assurance that any 
such doubt was not justified by the sentiments 
of the delegates from the local clubs who were 
present at the convention, or of the members 
of those clubs whom they represented; and also 
expressing the hope that there will be no in- 
terruption of the cordial relations which have 
so long existed between the organizations 
and their members individually. 


Upon motion the report was adopted. 
The Membership Committee reported

The report of the Legislative Committee 
was calied for, and R. H. Lersner stated 
that the committee had been doing active 
work in connection with Senate Bill No.

He read several sections 
from the proposed bill, and stated that it 
had received the unanimous indorsement

It was moved and seconded that the 
measure receive the club's indorsement. 
The matter was discussed by Messrs. 
Stevens, Phillips, J. M. Peters, Somers 
and Coulstou, following which the mo- 


tion was carried. i 
Mr. Edmonds, chairman of the Commit- 


tee on Jobbing Interests, called atten- 
tion to a meeting of the jobbers that 
had been held in the afternoon, and 


stated that the jobbers were getting clos- 
er together. 

E. A. Harris, chairman of the Naval 
Stores Committee, made a _ report in 
which he pointed out that there is a large 
quantity of adulterated turpentine being 
sold as pure spirits. He stated that 
there can be no objection to the sale of 
wood turpentine, nor the sale of adulter- 
ated turpentine or turpentine’ substi- 
tutes when they are sold as such, and 
that the producer of, and dealer in, hon- 
est turpentine, as well as the consumer, 
requires more adequate protection than is 
now accorded them in the sale of pure 
spirits of turpentine. The report con- 


cluded with the following recommenda- 
tions:— 

“It is the recommendation of your commit- 
tee that some of the foregoing facts be incor- 


porated in a circular together with some sim- 
ple directions for detecting adulteration in tur- 
pentine, and that these circulars be sent to 
members of the club, and that this information 
be disseminated throughout the trade in as 
thorough a manner as possible. 

“It is also urged that the members of the 
club aid the agents of the State Commission 
of Agriculture in locating the violators of the 
pure turpentine law, and, furthermore, it is 
urged that either the club or some of its mem- 
bers personally take such action as will re- 
sult in better protection from the State, either 
in having the present laws more effectively en- 
forced or amended.”’ 


On motion of J. M. Peters, which was 


duly seconded, the report was adopted 
and the recommendations therein re- 
ferred back to the committee with in- 


structions to carry them out. 

The following resolutions on the death 
of WUarry Louderbough were presented 
and unanimously adopted:— 


Whereas, In the death of Harry Louder- 
bough the Paint, Oil and Varnish Club of New 
York has lost a valued member, be it 

Resolved, That we place on record the deep 
sense of loss we have sustained and our keen 
appreciation of his sterling qualities.

Resolved, That this expression of our sym- 
pathy be inscribed on our records and a copy 
suitably engrossed and sent to his familv, the 
members of which we sympathize with in the 
mere intimate loss they have sustained. 


The attention of the members was called 
to the death of ex-President Aquila Rich, 
and Messrs. Peters, Fortmeyer and Hunt-

Additional Complications in Potash 


Circies. 


Advices from Berlin reported internal 
disturbances in the camn of the inde- 
pendent producers of potash, who an- 
nounced their withdrawal from the syn- 
dicate on June 30, 1909. 

It appears that an effort has been 
made by the parties now in control of 
the Solistedt and Aschersleben potash 
mines to postpone the annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the latter mine, which 
was shortly to be held. A group of 
stockholders, however, voted to hold the 
meeting and issued an official statement 
demanding that they be furnished with 
complete detai!s of the arrangements 
made with American fertilizer companies 
for supplies of potash, declaring at the 
same time that they had been kept in the 
dark regarding same. The statement is 
also made that a large number of the 
sharehclders interested in the Aschers- 
jeben company are not in favor of the 
contracts made with the American com- 
panies. as there is not sufficient assurance 
that the American contract holders will 
repay the Aschersleben company for any 
tax that the government may levy on 
any excess production of their company, 
provision for which tax is now embodied 


in the bill before the Reichstag. The 
shareholders state that they desire to 
re-enter into an amicable working ar- 


rangement with the syndicate, as such an 
undertaking would be of more _ benefit 
to their company than the uncertain ar- 
rangements made with the American 
concerns, 

The most interesting statement made, 
however. was that the interests of

Federal Paint Legislation. 
BILL DRAFTED BY LEGISLATIVE COM- 
MITTEE OF EASTERN PAINT MANU- 
FACTURERS' ASSOCIATION. 


The Legislative Committee of the 
Eastern Paint Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, of which Richard H. Lersner is 
chairman, in accordance with the in- 


structions of the association at the meet- 
ing held on February 28, drafted the fol- 
lowing bill which they intend to have 
introduced in the United States Senate. 
The bill has been pronounced by attor- 
neys as being in legal form. This bill is 
in line with the position taken by the 
Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter, which posi- 


tion has been heartily indorsed by the 
paint manufacturers of the country. The 
members of the Eastern Paint Manufac- 
turers’ Association are desirous of hav- 
ing the paint trade not only indorse but 
work for the passage of the measure 
which is about to be introduced. 


The proposed bill is as follows:— 


A bill for preventing the manufacture, sale, 
or transportation of adulterated or mis- 
labeled paint, turpentine, or linseed oil. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 

Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That it shall 
be unlawful for any person to manufacture, 
within any Territory or district of the United 
States any paint, turpentine or linseed oil 
which is adulterated or mislabeled or un- 
labeled within the meaning of this act; and 
any person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and for each offense shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be fined not to exceed 
five hundred dollars, or shall be sentenced 
to one year’s imprisonment, or both such 
fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of 
the court, and for each subsequent offense 
and conviction thereof shall be fined not 
less than one thousand dollars or sentenced 
to one year’s imprisonament, or both such 
fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of 
the court. 

Section 2. That the introduction into any 
State or Territory or district of the United 
States from any other State, Territory or 
district, or from any foreign country, or ship- 
ment to any foreign country of any paint, 
turpentine or linseed oil which is adulterat- 
ed, mislabeled or unlabeled within the mean- 
ing of this act is hereby prohibited; and any 
person who shall ship or deliver for ship- 
ment from any State or Territory or district 
of the United States to any other State or 
Territory or district of the United States, or 
to a foreign country. or who shall receive 
in any State or Territory or district of the 
United States from any other State or Terri- 
tory or district of the United States or for- 
eign country, and having so received shall 
deliver in original unbroken packages, for 
pay or otherwise, or offer to deliver to any 
other person any such article so adulterated, 
mislabeled or unlabeled witntn the meaning 
of this act. or any person who shall sell or 
offer for sale in the District of Columbia or 
any district or Territory of the United States 
any such adulterated or mislabeled or un- 
labeled articles, or export or offer to export 
the same to any foreign country, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and for such of- 
fense be fined not exceeding two hundred

the meaning of this act: and if it shall ap- 
pear from anv such examination that any 
of such specimens is adulterated or im- 
nroperly hranded or labeled within the mean- 
ine of this act. the Secretary of Agriculture 
shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the party from whom such sample was ob- 
tained. Any party so notified shall be given 
an opportunity to be heard. under such rules 
and reculations as may be prescribed, as 
aforesaid, and if {t appears that any of the 
vrovisions of this act have been violated 
by such party, then the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture shall at once certify the facts to the

Sec. 7. (a) That for the purpose of this act 
the term ‘‘label’’ shall be deemed to include 
any piece of paper, parchment or other ma- 
terial affixed to a package and bearing a word 
or words purporting to describe the contents 
of such package, and any word or words pur- 
porting to describe the contents. stenciled, 
marked or branded directly on such package. 

(b) That any person who shall seil or offer 
for sale any package of paint, linseed oil or 
turpentine bearing a label which falsely de- 
scribes the contents of such package shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor under this act. 

(c) That any label shall be held to falsely 
describe the contents of any package of paint, 
linseed oil or turpentine within the meaning of 
this act, if the actual contents of such pack- 
age shall be found not to correspond with the 
contents as claimed on such label. 

(d) If any substance has been substituted in 
whole or in part for any ingredient claimed to 
be present,

(b) There shall be shown in case of dry 
colors, colors ground in oil, paste or semi-

(c) If the contents of the package as origin- 
ally put up shall have been removed, in whole 
or in part, and other contents shall have been 
placed in such package, or if the package fails 
to bear a statement indicating such substitu- 
tion. 

Sec. 9. That no person shall be prosecuted 
under the provisions of this act when he can 
establish a guaranty signed by the wholesaler, 
jobber, manufacturer or other party residing in 
the United States, from whom he purchases 


such articles, to the effect that the same is 
not adulterated or improperly labeled within 
the meaning of this act, designating it. Said 


guaranty, to afford protection, shall contain 
the name and address of the party or parties 
making the sale of such articles to such per- 
son, and in such case said party or parties 
shall be amenable to the prosecutions, fines 
and other penalties which would attach in due 
course to such person under the provisions of 
this act. 

Sec, 10. That any paint, turpentine or linseed 
oil that is adulterated or improperly labeled 
within the meaning of thiy act, and is being 
transported from one State, Territory, district 
or insular possession to another for sale, or, 
having been transported, remains unloaded, un- 
sold or in original unbroken packages, or if it 
be sold or offered for sale in any district, Ter- 
ritory or insular possession of the United 
States, or if it be imported from a foreign coun- 
try for sale, or if it is intended for export to 
a foreign country, shall be liable to be pro- 
ceeded against in any district court of the 
United States within the district where the 
same is found and seized for confiscation by a 
process of libel for condemnation.

Minneapolis. 
Minneapolis, Minn., March 9, 1910. 


The cash flaxseed market in Minneapolis 
has been in a rut all week. The tend- 
ency, however, has been for higher values 
the last two days and a fair advance has 
been recorded. Crushers are active bid- 
ders for what little comes on 
‘change for sale, spot prices ranging 
about le. ver bushel over the Duluth 
May. Cash offerings continue meager de- 
spite the apparently heavy receipts, which 
are practically all deliveries on old or- 
ders. 

“Offerings to arrive have perhaps been 
a little more freer, and on one or two 
days the posted transactions showed an 
awakening of interest. Prices have ad- 
vanced lige. for the week, Ic. of the ad- 
vance occurring to-day. Trading to-day 
was fairly liberal. Four cars of spot 
seed .were sold at $2.30, and. one lot of 
6,500 bushels, to arrive, at the same price, 
in addition to one or two smaller trans- 
actions, 

The loosening-up of the railroad situa- 
tion west and north of Minneapolis may 
perhaps be responsible for the slight in- 
crease in offerings, but it is not thought 
that much of the surplus seed on farms 
will be marketed until farmers are fin- 
ished with their spring field work. 

Stocks of seed in Minneapolis public 

elevators for the week show a slight in- 
crease. They are now over double what 
they are at Duluth, whereas a year ago 
Duluth stocks were double those in Min- 
neapolis. Shipments of seed from Min- 
neapolis continue fairly liberal. They are 
running well in excess of those of a 
year ago. The total receipts to date for 
the crop year have been 340,000 bushels 
more than those of a year ago, but the 
total shipments for the same period have 
also increased 275,000 bushels, leaving a 
net increase in the receipts of only about 
65,000 bushels. Duluth receipts in the 
same period have been about 3,000,000 
bushels less and the shipments 3,500,000 
less. : 
The flaxseed market at Duluth is de- 
scribed as only moderately active last 
week, with prices ranging within narrow 
limits. The demand iwas scattered and 
came principally from crushing interests 
and was usually for small quantities, Of- 
ferings were light, with commission 
houses the chief sellers. The market 
Thursday was dead. May seed hung 
around $2.17% all day. The same was true 
of Friday, although at one time prices 
declined to $2.16%, but reacted and closed 
at $2.17%. Saturday, there was a little 
more show of activity. Minneapolis 
erushers were reported as in the market 
while some trading, evidently for account 
of Eastern crushers, was noted. The 
market advanced ic. over Friday, but 
light offerings, after buyers had with- 
drawn, forced prices down again to Fri- 
day’s level. At no time during the day 
did f!arge quantities change hands. The 
total transactions for the day were esti- 
mater at not to exceed 15,000 bushels. 

On Monday commission dealers were 
again offering May seed rather freely, 
and crushers were reported to have 
bought in the neighborhood of 20,000 
bushels. Values, however, were steady. 
Crushers took what seed was offered_and 
did not display much interest. Were 
they to enter the market with the an- 
nounced intention of buying large lots 
they would force the prices up on them- 
selves. The market Tuesday was again 
a little stronger. About the only fea- 
ture of interest was the sharp advance 
in the September option. That option, on 
limited inquiry, advanced from $1.7 to 
31.74%, closing strong at that price. ay 
seed advanced ic. To-day the September 
option was firm at the advance and 
closed strong at $1.74%, asked. The May 
option to-day opened at $2.17%, was in 
fair demand and closed at $2.19% bid. The 
net advance for the week in May and 
oaeh seed was l%c., and in September 
4%c.

Farm Reserves of Flaxseed. 


An investigation just completed by one 
of the biggest grain houses of Minne- 
apolis shows that on March 1, 1910, there 
was still] in the hands of farmers in 
Minnesota, North Dakota and South Da- 
kota, exclusive of seed requirements, 
about 5% per cent. of the 1909 flaxseed 
crop. On January 1, figures compiled 
from the same sources showed the stocks 
of seed in first hands as 18 per cent. 
This is an increase of 12% per cent. in 
the last two months. Assuming that 
these figures are correct and taking the 
Department of Agriculture’s final figures 
as a basis, 5% per cent. would mean 
that there is still in farmers’ hands in 
the Northwest, to market, about 1,340,000 
bushels of flaxseed. 

Of the 1909 flaxseed crop of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, about 3,000,000 
bushels had been inspected and marketed 
on Februarv 8°, according to a report 
just issued by the secretary of the North- 
west Grain Dealers’ Association, of Winn- 
ipeg. That would leave 110,000 bushels 
of flaxseed still in farmers’ hands in 
these three provinces above probable 
seed. requirements. 

LINSEED OIL. 

The linseed oil market may be describ- 
ed as almost at a standstill. Inclement 
weather during the week retarded paint- 
ing to some extent and reduced the de- 
mand for oil. During the last two or 
three days the weather has been more 
springlike and crushers have noted an 
improvement in inquiry. So far there 
has not as yet been much of an increase 
in sales. Buyers’ stocks are said to be 
unusually light, and they are forced to 
buy from time to time, but sales usually 
are only for small lots for quick and 
nearby shipment. Whether buyers ex- 
pect to get in later at lower prices is hard 
to tell. With the extremely light stocks 
of seed in sight throughout the country 
no very great decline or weakness can be 
expected. Of course, it is the unexpected 
that happens at times, but those in the 
trade can hardly see anything in the 
situation that would justify a decline. 
They argue that with light stocks of seed 
and practically no oil in buyers’ hands. 
there cannot be other than a deluge of 
orders in the spring that will speedily 
absorb crushers’ stocks and leave their 
tanks dry. Should such a demand ma- 
terialize as looked for. prices are more 
apt to advance than decline. Hence, it 
would seem to be the part of wisdom for 
buyers to contract now for their future 
supplies. 

Prices are, if anything, a little stronger 
than a week ago. Then almost every 
crusher asked 7lc., while now they are ail 
asking 72c., and even 73c. per gallon f. 
©. b. Minneapolis in car lots is heard. 
Quotations are of course nominal. There 
has hardly been enough change in seed 
prices to justify crushers in advancing 
oil. However, the decline in ofl meal 
and the extreme weakness in cake for 
export necessarily necessitates the ask- 
ing of a higher price of raw oil. 

The Minneapolis oil mills are not oper- 
ating anything like full capacity—proba- 
bly not to exceed 60 per cent. Were 
transportation facilities normal it would 
not take the mills here very long to ex- 
haust their supplies of seed. After that 
it will be a pretty slim proportion of the 
eapacity here that will be in operation. 

| Bowever, the mills are still wrestling 
with the question of securing cars for 
+ shipments. Not only tank cars, but box 
ears. The congestion in freight between 
Minneapolis and Chicago has tied up sev- 
eral thousand cars and for that reason it 
is extremely difficult to get cars for 
shipment to points in nearby States. 
Tank cars are also tied up in transit 
and crushers are receiving daily com- 
plaints from shippers in regard to delays. 
Current shipments seem to go through 
freely, but old shipments that were load- 
ed out even two months ago are for some 
reason or other delayed. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL. 

The linseed oil cake’market is feature- 
less. It is said that there is not a 
pound of cake for sale by any of the 
Minneapolis oil mills. They have their 
output for the next month or two sold 
and they are not willing to enter the 
market again for a while until seed sup- 
plies are more plentiful. Contracts in 
force now will absorb what seed stocks 
they have on hand. 

The market on the Continent is weak. 
Arrivals of cake and seed are fairly 
heavy and Continental oil mills are again 
running. Prices are materially lower 
than a month or two ago. Consign- 
ments of American oil cake are reported 
to have been heavy during the last month 
and by the time these have been disposed 
of the active consumptive period will be 
almost past. Importers, however, are 
bidding in a moderate way for oil cake 
for shipment during the summer months, 
but crushers are not seeking business of 
this nature now. Bids are below their 
views even if they were in a position to 
book orders. It is understood that the 
best bids obtainable for May-August

the domestic demand is not as brisk as 
it has been for a month or more, it is 
still sufficient to take care of all the sur- 
plus the oil mills have to offer. The 
demand is general. It does not come 
from any one section and is usually for 
small lots for quick shipment. Values 
have declined 50c. per ton since last 
Wednesday. Quotations, however, are 
firm at $34 per ton f. o, b. Minneapolis in 
ear lots. With the approach of spring 
the demand for rich feeds of course falls 
off, but it will be a good many weeks yet 
before pastures will be green and dairy 
men cease buying. :

Advance in seed prices has brought out 
slightly better offerings from country. 
Active demand. Thursday prices ad- 
vanced to $2.20%, and to-day_to $2.3556. 
Improved demand for oil. Fair sales 
made at 73c. gallon f. o. b. Minneapolis, 
car lots. Oil meal held firm by crushers 
at $34 ton, although some selling by 
second hands at less. Oil cake still un- 
quoted. Cash and May seed at Duluth, 
$2.22% asked. September, $1.55 bid. Re-

Flaxseed prices have not fluctuated very 
sharply within the current week, though 
it was reported that there was con- 
siderable activity in the Northwest, where 
the crushers were said to be buying for 
their immediate needs. Local trading was 
nil, for there was nothing reported by 
the inspection bureau of the Board of 
Trade, and all the receipts were of seed 
that previously had been bought, either 
by the Chicago crushers or by seed mer- 
chants. Total receipts of seed for the 
week stand 23,000 bushels, against 53,000 
for the corresponding week a year ago. 
In spite of the fact that crushers have 
been short of seed and most of them 
have been forced to shut down their 
plants because they have not the seed 
to keep them in operation, February re- 
ceipts were much heavier this year than 
they were in 19099. The actual arrivals 
as reported by the railroads for February 
were 109,000 bushels, while receipts for 
the same time last year were only 68,614. 
This compares with 133,922 bushels in 
February. 1908; 38.933 bushels in 1907: 134,- 
350 bushels in 1906, and 161,285 bushels in 
195. So that it will be seen that there 
were two vears out of the last five 
when seed arrivals at Chicago for the 
month of February were less than they 
were this year. With the amount of 
seed that the crushers are alleged to 
have already bought, and which should 
have been here under favorable condi- 
tions, it is not at all unlikely that there 
would have been fully a normal run of 
seed here during February had it not 
been for the bad service which the rail- 
roads furnished. Only one mill here 
is running on anything like full time. 
Three others are absolutely shut down. 
and it does not look as though they would 
be able to secure much seed to keep 
them going at any time during the bal- 
ance of the season. It looks like a great 
loss of time, and thus an additional ex- 
pense to keep crushers in idleness for a 
period of about six months, but there 
does not seem to be any remedy for it. 
Of course those mills here with Eastern 
connections will not feel the loss like 
those which are purely local, for the 
former have been able to secure Argen- 
tine seed, and it is likely that the noise 
of the crusher making oil from the 
foreign seed. will be heard in the East 
within a very short time, as it was 
expected that the first arrival of that 
seed would be reported at New York 
and Philadelphia within the current week. 

Should the railroad service improve 
and the country roads in the Northwest 
reach a condition where they are pass- 
able, it may be that there will be a 
freer arrival of seed there, and some of 
the trade are hoping for lower prices, 
but the best posted men say that the 
prospects for a sharp decline are not at 
all bright. It is generally believed that 
there is a liberal short interest in the 
May option, and unless the seed comes 
forward very freely, it would not be out- 
side the bounds of reason to look for 
something of a squeeze in that option 
at Duluth, traders assert. At best none 
of the crushers expect to secure enough 
seed the balance of the vear to enable 
them to make up the deficit.

LINSEED OIL. 

The market is firm, and some crushers 
have advanced the asking price of their 
oil to 74e., and not only have advanced 
the price, but are actually exacting the 
additional cent from the buyers. The 
harbingers of spring are here. Whether 
or not the sight of the first robin adds to 
the strength of the notion that the spin- 
al column of winter has been broken, he 
has already been seen, and it is gener- 
ally believed that the activity in the 
country, through the jobber and the re- 
tail dealer, means that the paint trade 
is ready for a more lively era. This is 
the time of the year when the country 
merchant begins to receive orders for 
paints, and if he has old stock he sells 
it out and quickly places orders for 
new. ‘That business is not yet under full 
headway, but the indications are there, 
and it should not be longer than another 
month before the farmer’s houses and 
barns should begin to take on the fresh 
hues that betoken the use of paint. With 
these conditions in action and in pros- 
pect, there is some reason why the lin- 
seed oil business should be a little live- 
lier, and those crushers who have ad- 
vanced their price seem to think that the 
logic of events amply warrants the high- 
er figure. The business of the past fort- 
night has not been heavy, individually, 
but the aggregate is liberal enough to 
encourage the sellers. Most of the busi- 
ness has been in barrel lots, though a 
few cars have been sold, and while the 
bulk of the trade has been for nearby 
delivery, there has been some business 
booked as far ahead as May. A few of 
the paint grinders, who did not buy free- 
ly earlier in the season, because, per- 
force, the market was too high, are now 
making some small contracts at a much 
higher price than they would have been 
compelled to pay at the time they consid- 
ered the market beyond reason. Paint 
grinders have come to a realization that 
there is no use trying to hide the fact 
that oil is intrinsically high, and that to 
wait at this late day for breaks in prices 
would be to remain out of the market 
practically for the balance of the season. 
It must be admitted that oil has not fol- 
lowed as sharply in the wake of seed, 
and that crushers have been moderate in 
gbelr asking prices, with seed around 
2.20. 

LINSEED CAKE, 

The local brokers report that there is a 
better Inquiry from the foreign buyers for 
cake than there was last week. The trade 
was weaker the forepart of the week, 
and the prices that were being quoted 
were little more than nominal ones, but 
there is some demand for cake now on 
the basis of about $31.50@32 Chicago. 
Local crushers have no cake to offer, and 
can hardly keep up with their previous 
commitments, but there is a little cake 
to be had here through the brokers from 
the Minneapolis mills. The development 
of the demand for cake abroad after the 
recent weakness is taken to indicate that 
stocks are falling off and that there is 
again need of a replenishment from this 
side. 

CORN OIL. 

Demand continues good, on the basis of 
the price quoted last week. Sellers are 
quoting a flat $6 rate on corn oil in tanks, 
and $6.45 for the oi! in cooperage, on the 
basis of 100 pounds, Chicago. There is a 
liberal make just now, but the demand 
keeps pace with it, so that there is no 
stock on hand. Corn oil is one of the 
few oils in which there never is a sur- 
plus, for its manufacture is largely gov- 
erned by the needs of the buyers. The 
recent weakness in corn has not affected 
the price for the reason that the oil is a 
by-product, and the fluctuations in the 
cereal extend only to the chief products 
of the grain. Paint makers have been 
liberal customers of the corn oil makers 
the past season, while the demand on 
soap making account still continues ac- 


tive. 
LARD OIL. 


Makers of lard oil have been threaten- 
ing to advance the price of this oil for

Buyers are not disposed 
to anticipate their requirements to any 
great extent, and are only entering 
the market as their immediate needs 
demand.

The dry color 
situation remains much the same, buy- 
ing principally on jobbing account for 
current requirements. Varnish gums 
rule quiet at about steady prices, al- 
though no test of values can be made 
owing to the lack of demand... A de-

ORANGE MINERAL.—Little of im- 
portance has developed in the trading 
in orange mineral, although there has 
been some improvement in the vol- 
ume of new business.

Linseed Oil. 


Notwithstanding that demand has 
continued quiet the local market could 
not have been firmer without recording 
an actual advance, which will likely 
come with the usual spring activity. 
Nothing could better illustrate’ the 
strength of the situation than an inci- 
dent which formed the chief feature of 
the week’s trading. A Western crush- 
er who was short of oil for New York 
delivery endeavored to purchase thir- 
teen cars to complete a contract here 
and offered the market price of 74c., but 
up to the time of writing had not been 
successful. The original buyer, we 
were given to understand, at first 
held out for all American seed, 
but later agreed to take Ameri- 
ean or -Argentine at the option of 
the seller, but without avail. This oil 
had been sold originally, it is said, at 
44c., so that, figuring 65 barrels to the 
car and 50 gallons to the barrel, which 
are the lowest figures possible, the loss 
to the cruhser, who has to make good 
at the market, which to-day is 74c., will 
be at least $12,675. There was no 
lack of desire on the part of the East- 
ern crushers to help out their competi- 
tor, and under ordinary circumstances 
they would gladly have accepted such 
a substantial order as 13 cars at the 
market, but they feared that they 
might fall short themselves on their 
own contracts before the season ends, 
and as they look for a substantial ad- 
vance before then, they feared to un- 
dertake the engagement. It is clearly 
evident that the mills have very little 
oil, and as it is known that the manu- 
facturing consumers are in a like pre- 
dicament, they are concerned as to their 
ability to take care of their own cus- 
tomers. Argentine seed is coming for- 
ward in quantities. Last Thursday the 
steamer Meadowfield brought to New 
York about 165,000 bushels, and the 
Voltaire on the same day reached this 
port with 25,000 bushels. In addition 
to this the steamer Mereddio, also from 
Argentine, arrived last week at Phila- 
delphia with a cargo of 160,000 bushels, 
some 20,000 of which were discharged 
there, the balance being intended for 
New York. The movement of oil into 
consumption has been quite actiye of 
late, but present conditions are not 
conducive to new business, as neither 
seller nor buyer desire to enter into 
extended engagements. Jobbing trade 
has been fair, and card prices are re- 
peated upon the basis of 76c. and T77c. 
for State or Western and city brands, 
respectively, in lots of 5 or 9 barrels.

After what appeared 
to have been some perplexed delibera- 
tion as to where the machinery for

On the advances, however, 
considerable oil came out and a goodly 
portion of the gain was lost. During 
Wednesday and Thursday buying 
transactions assumed quite active pro- 
portions, and it was said that Western 
compound makers were taking most of 


the oil. On Friday the activity less- 
ened, and the market became a narrow 
trading affair, with the tendency 
somewhat easier for the nearby 
months. The continued absence of 


important consuming demand has led 
to many expressions of bearish views 
and there are some who believe that the 
market must establish a lower trading 
level before consumers will show any 
Sustained buying interest. The idea 
seems to be common that considerable 
oil is held speculatively, which eventu- 
ally will have to be marketed. On the 
other hand, the sharp advance in lard 
has given encouragement to holders, 
and these interests contend that the 
high prevailing prices of lard must 
be reflected soonor or later in the cot- 
ton oil market. The upward tendency 
of cotton has also served to stimulate 
a moderate degree of bullish interest 
in the oil situation. Inquiries from 
abroad have been of the same light 
character which have featured the ex- 
port ousiness of late. The foreign 
movement fiom this port for the week 
has involved 5,287 barrels, from other 
ports 4,227 barrels were shipped, 
making a total of 9,514 barrels. These 
compare with 4,232 barrels, the total 
amount experted during the previous 
week. The position of crude oil re- 
mained unaltered. The parity of re- 
fined is below that of crude oil, and 
there is no inducement for refiners to 
operate at the present level. The 
mills, however, are firm in their views 
and refuse to offer at concessions re-

Quietness rules in practically every 
line of the oil trade under this head- 
ing, as consumers do not feel disposed 
to pay present high prices unless actu- 
ally forced to by lack of raw material. 
The London market for Ceylon oil de- 
clined considerably during the week, 
but spot quotations are practically un- 
changed. Palm oil is higher abroad 
and seems to attract more attention 
than the other oils at present. 2alm 
kernel oil is without change, but pea- 
nut oil is again higher. The other oils 
are unchanged to firmer, with a ten- 
dency to higher prices. 

CEYLON OIL.—The week was an 
exceedingly dull one and but very lit- 
tle business developed. The London 
market opened Monday at the lower 
quotation of £40 for April-May ship- 
ments from the coast, declining toward 
the close to £39 17s. 6d for the same 
position, On the spot consumers are 
showing but casual interest in the oil 
at its present level and offers are re- 
ported to exceed the demand.

Oil Freight Rates Not Excessive. 
INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION IN 
SUIT AGAINST RAILROADS RULES 
THAT ONE DOLLAR PER HUNDRED 
POUNDS TO THE PACIFIC COAST 
IS A REASONABLE CHARGE. 

Washington, March 11, 1910. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has rendered a decision in a suit brought 
before it involving the rate on oil in 
barrels shipped from New York, Cleve- 
land and Minneapolis across the conti- 
nent to San Francisco. The decision of 
the commission is that the rate com- 
plained of is not unreasonable, 5 

The issue involved in the case, which 
was brought by W. P. Fuller. & Co. 
against the Pittsburgh, Chartiers & 
Youghiogheny Railway Company and the 
American Oil and Paint Company against 
the Erie Railroad Company. 

This action was brought in February 
and was speedily concluded. The com- 
plainants sought to recover reparation on 
account of shipments of oil in barrels 
from New York, Cleveland and Munne- 
apolis to San Francisco, the rates charged 
being $1 per 100 pounds, the complainants 
insisting that they should not have been 
above % cents per 100 pounds. The com- 
plainants in these cases insisted that the 
defendant railroads had for many years 
maintained a rate of 90 cents, and they 
- restored that rate after a trial of the 
higher rate for five months, which shows 
that the 9#-cent rate was reasonable and 
that the higher rate was_ unreasonable. 
On the other hand it is claimed by the 
defendants that the 90-cent rate had been 
forced by ‘water competition and that it 
had been found impossible to maintain 
the advance upon actual trial, owing to 
such competition, and that since this is 
a compelled rate its maintenance does not 
show the higher rate to be excessive. In 
summing up the matter of denied repara- 
tion, the commission says:— 

“The commission has several times examined 
these transcontinental rates from the territory 
covered by these shipments to Pacific Coast 
terminals and has reached the conclusion that 
such rates as a whole are strongly influenced 
by water competition. Both the courts and the 
commission hold that a compelled rate cannot 
be taken as the standard by which to measure 
the reasonableness of a voluntary rate, hence 
the maintenance of the 90-cent rate has not 
the same significance as though it had not been 
influenced by water mpetition 
“The 90-cent rate was in effect when these 
petitions were brought, and is still in force 
The petitions do not ask the establishment of 
a rate for the future. The future rate is not 
therefore in issue, and the only question before 
us relates to the payment of reparation. Under 
these circumstances we feel justified in con- 
fining our attention to the record made by the 
complainants, and upon that record we fail to 
find that the rate charged was unreasonable 
The complainants will therefore be dismissed.’

lons naphtha; the German steamer 
Manhattan for Messina, with 1,453,490 
gallons refined; the Dutch steamer 
Charlois, Hamburg, with 1,200,000 gal- 
ions refined; the British steamer James 
Brand for Portland, England, with 1,- 
600,000 gallons refined, and the Dutch 
steamer Amsterdam for Amsterdam, 
with 1,800,000 refined. 

Advices on the Russian market report 
extreme dullness at Baku, but a slight 
advance in refined.

The chief interest in the mid-continent 
field at the present time is centered in opera- 
tions around Henryetta. Henryetta is a 
small coal mining town on the Frisco road, 
about fifteen miles south of Okmulgee and 
the Hamilton Switch pool. It came into 
prominence early last spring, when Smith 
& Swan drilled in a 200-barrel well near the 
town, which was fully reported in these col- 
umns at the time. This well produced from 
the 2,000 foot pay a fine gravity of oil. A 
well on the Reynolds farm in 26-12-13 was 
completed about the same time. It was a 
fair producer in the 1,400 foot sand, which 
was also found in the Smith & Swan well, 
but was dry in the lower pay. Another well 
or two was started in that vicinity, but none 
of them was completed until a second hole 
was drilled a few days ago on the Rey- 
nolds. This was at first reported to be a 
big gasser. Then ia was drilled deeper and 
went into oil, making yesterday, according 
to a gauge by J, J. Swan, 600 barrels. The 
oil is black and heavy and essentially a fuel 
oil 

This well is causing a 
citement in that vicinity 
prices for leases are going skyward. Oil men 
are there from all parts of the field, and 
are scouring the country for leases. B. H. 
McCoy, representing New York parties, has 
just paid $50,000 for a 120-acre tract just 
south of the Reynolds farm well. Over $100,-

is reported the Devonian Oil Company, of

So far everything south of the Glenn pool 
has been very erratic. Keven if some big 
wells are found at Henryetta, it is believed 
that it, too, will be as fickle as has been 
Hamilton Switeh and Bald Hill. Muskogee 
has never been a field to bank upon. Has- 
kell has gone a glimmer in the act of aborn- 
ing. The flurry caused by a big well or two 
at Madill lasted only a few days.

tion for over five year The leases showed 
a net production of 253 barrels a day and 
were sold at the rate of $1,719 per barrel.

Canadian Petroleum Returns for 
1909. 

Toronto, Canada, March 12. 


The official reports for 1909, just issued, give 
the following information:—Direct returns from 
the oil producers have not been obtained; but 
the production upon which bounty was paid, 
ascertained by the Trade and Commerce De- 
partment, was 14,726,433 gallons, of which 
3,328 gallons were produced in New Brunswick. 
This is equivalent to 420,755 barrels and at 
an average price of $1.23 per barrel was val- 
ued at $559,604. The production in 1908 was 
527,987 barrels, valued at $747,102, an average 
per barrel of $1.34, showing a decrease of 
about 20 per cent. in the quantity produced. 
The total bounty paid in 1909 was $220,896.50, 
as compared with $277,103.21 in 1908, and 
$414,157.89 in 1907. While the production of 
petroleum has been falling off the receipts 
from natural gas sold are increasing. The 
producing gas wells are located in the coun- 
ties of Welland. Haldimand, Norfolk, Kent, 
Essex and Bruce in Ontario, and at Medicine 
Hat and vicinity in Alberta. The total re- 
ceipts from gas sold in 1909 were about $1,- 


205,943, the figures representing, with one or 
two exceptions, the total values paid by the 
consumers, The quantity of gas sold or used 
during the year was over 6,000,000 M. feet. 
Of the total value about 95 per cent, is to be 
credited to Ontario. The total receipts in 1908 
were $1,012,660.

Galician Petroleum Review for 1900. 
Bucarest, Feb. 20, 1910. 


After the downfall of the output of the pre- 
vious year the year 1909 marked a progress 
for the Galician petroleum industry. At the 
beginning of the year of which we are now re- 
porting the crude oil prices were falling contin- 
ually and had dropped so low that crude was 
offered at less than 1 krone per 100 kilos, and 
found no buyers. The situation, however, im- 
proved gradually toward the middle of the 
year, so that at the end of 1909 crude oil was 
quoted at more than 2 kronen per 100 kilos. 
This improvement was due chiefly to the inter- 
vention of the Austrian Government on behalf 
of the oil industry by purchasing large quan- 
tities of crude and granting payments in ad- 
vance for such purchases, On the other hand, 
the government provided the necessary funds 
for the construction of a great many storage 
tanks, so that the lack of storage accommoda- 
tions—which had, to a great extent, provoked 
the downfall of prices—was partially removed. 

However, the general situation cannot be 
looked at as definitely settled, as in the domes- 
tic trade the various refineries could not come 
to any agreement, and are still fighting each 
other. Besides, the Austrian Government, 
which has constructed a refinery (Entbenzinier- 
Fabrik) at Drohobyck, has not yet decided 
upon the manner of marketing the products it 
will obtain, except for the residuals, which will 
be used as fuél for the locomotives of the 
Galician railroads. All this contributes to a 
certain uneasiness in regard to the future de- 
velopment of the situation. The crude oil pro- 
duction was in steady increase during 1909, 
showing an excess of nearly 400,000 tons over 
the production of 1908. The following figures

THE PRESIDENT, C. BERNARDO, DE- 
SCRIBES IT AS A BENBVOLENT AND 
AGGRESSIVE ORGANIZATION FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF PRESERVING 
THE BUSINESS OF THE IN- 
DIVIDUAL DRUGGIST AND 
HIS CLERKS, 


To offset the effect of a possible com- 
bination of some of the larger retail 
druggists, the smaller concerns have or- 
ganized themselves into what is_ called 
the Druggists’ Co-operative and Protec- 
tive Association of the State of New 
York. They have taken alarm at what 
they fear may be the passing of the drug 
stores of the State into the hands of a 
monopoly similar to that in England, and 
to prepare themselves against such a 
contingency they have come together in 
the manner named. Explaining the ob- 
jects and plans of the association, the 
president and principal organizer, C. 
Bernardo, in a recent newspaper interview 
is quoted as saying:— 


“Our association is in a sense benevolent, but 
it must also be in a sense aggressive. The 
underlying principle of the organization is the 
preservation of the individual druggist and also 
of the drug clerk. Once let any trust under any 
disguise get complete contro) of the drug 
trade and the end is surely the individual's 
business obliteration. 

‘Do these people who are talking of trusts 
and combination appreciate the substantial 
force with which they must deal when they 
talk glibly of controlling the retail druggists 
of New York? We are fifteen thousand strong 
in the State, about five thousand strong in the 
Borough of Manhattan, and between eight and 
nine thousand strong in Greater New York, 
which means that we are a power if we choose 
to be so. Why should we organize? Simply 
to promote the interests of pharmacy, to in- 
sure the self-respect of the pharmacist, to 
have him enjoy the esteem of the public, to 
have him realize that he is a pharmacist and 
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not a day laborer, to maintain the standard 
of the profession of pharmacy, to safeguard 
the public interests against frauds and incom- 
petents, and finally to secure a liveilhood for 
the pharmacists and not a bare existence. 
These purposes can be accomplished only by 
organization, with good purposes as a founda- 
tion, and we must fulfill these purposes to the 
letter. 

“This organization is for the druggist, both 
employer and employe, Why attempt to classi- 
fy their profession? Let them work together, 
This organization is not a trade union, but an 
association of pharmacists, not an association 
of clerks as distinguished from the proprietors, 
not a labor organization, but rather an asso- 
ciation of men in the profession of pharmacy, 
a professional association. 

“In order that the clerk and the proprie- 
tor may receive the benefit of this associa- 
tion, and that they may work in harmony, 
we intend to increase wages for the clerk, 
and prices for the proprietor. What we in- 
tend to do in this respect, among other 
things, is, for the clerk this: No registered 
clerk shall receive less than $3.25 per day, 
ten hours to constitute a working day, with 
one hour for lunch, divided or taken in full; 
he shall be paid for the days he works only. 
There shall be nothing to prevent a clerk 
from receiving a higher salary if he can 
command it. And for the proprietor we pur- 
pose to help him to increase the profits of 
his business by causing a mutual agreement 
between the proprietors that they shall get 
full prices for all patent medicines put up to 
sell at a ten per cent, profit, and not less 
than a twenty per cent. deduction on all 
other patent medicines. And this organiza- 
tion intends to see that this rule is strictly 
adhered to by subjecting the violator to fine 
or suspension, 

“We shall investigate the reputation of 
every member of this association, and in- 
quire into his ability, witm the object of 
safeguarding the proprietor from negligent 
and incompetent clerks who may ruin his 
business, and to protect the public from 
receiving harmful preparations and pre- 
scriptions, thereby upholding the standing 
and reputation of the proprietor and ad- 
vertising his business. We shall keep in 
constant touch and comunication with 
the members and see that their needs are 
cared for and their wants satisfied where- 
ever possible. 

“We believe that when the clerk under- 
stands that his success lies in his hands, 
he will work for that success, and the pro- 
prietor will benefit from that hard work, and 
in his turn will acknowledge it by pro- 
moting this clerk, and, finally, by this evo- 
lution, we can fulfill the purposes of the 
organization, and at last realize that phar- 


macy is a profession. We shall not tolerate 
indifferent members. We shall suspend 
members who fail to abide by the rules 
and regulations of this organization, and, 
when warranted, will refuse to reinstate 
them. 

“We expect that each and every druggist 
will see the importance of a movement such 


; we are making, whether he be proprietor 
or clerk. This is a State organization and 
is open for membership to registered drug- 


gists only. 





“We shall direct the attention of the pub- 
lic to our members and demonstrate the 
benefits derived by recognizing them, and 


hall ask the publie in 
ir cause for better conditions in phar- 
: . We start with the indorsement of 
a large number of the oldest druggists in 


the business.”

For a Federai Insecticide Law 


HEARINGS BEFORE THE COMMITTEE OF 
INTERSTATE COMMERCE AND THE 
COMMITTEE ON AGRICULTURE ON A 

BILL INTENDED TO PREVENT THE 
ADULTERATION OR MISBRANDING 
OF PARIS GREEN, LEAD ARSE- 
NATE AND OTHER INSECTI- 
CIDES.—DR. F.. D. SANDER- 
SON, PRINCIPAL SPEAKER— 
STATEMENT OF H, F. PA- 
KER AND OTHERS. 
Washington, March 11, 1910. 

The bills which have been introduced in 
the U. S. Senate and in the House, the 
former being presented by Senator Bur- 
ton, of Ohio, and the latter by Repre- 
sentative Lowden, of Illinois, intended to 
prevent the manufacture, sale or trans- 
portation of adulterated or misbranded 
paris green, lead arsenates and other in- 
secticides, also fungicides, and for regu- 
lating traflic therein, have been consid- 
ered by the Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce of the House and by the Commit- 
tee on Agriculture of the Senate. ‘Lhe 
hearings before these committees were 
held on March 8 and 9 At these hearings 
representative entomologists and manu- 
facturers of these insecticides and Offi- 
cials of State associations interested in 
the use of insecticides were heard. The 
hearings before the committees of both 
houses were substantially the same and 
were in a large part conducted by Dr, lL. 
Db. Sanderson, member of the National 
Association of Entomologists and Chief of 
the Agricultural Experiment Station of 
New Hampshire. Others who appeared 
were J. H. Hale, an agriculturalist and 
horticulturist of Connecticut and Georgia; 
kK. W. Catehpole, of Ithaca, N. Y., presi- 
dent of the Horticulturist Union; H. F. 
Baker, president of the Thomsen Chemi- 
cal Company, of Baltimore; E. W. Wor- 
sham, State Entomologist of Georgia; 
John B. Smith, State Entomologist of 
New Jersey, and T. B. Symons, Staite En- 
tomologist of Maryland. 

In announcing the purpose of the hear- 
ings before the Committee on Interstate 
Commerce of the House, Representative 
James R. Mann, chairman, stated that 
the last revised publication of the bill 
introduced by Representative Lowden, of 
Illinois (H. R. 20989), would be considered, 
as suid bill was understood to have re- 
ceived the general approval of the De- 
partment of Agriculture and of the va- 
rious associations and manufacturers in- 
terested in the subject. Mr. Mann also 
stated that there were a number of com- 
inunications before the committee favor- 
able to its passage, including letters and 
petitions from horticultural societies and 
agricultural experiment; stations in a 
number of States, and that these com- 
munications would be made a part of the 
record, 

The principal argument made before the 
commitiee of both houses was that by Dr. 
Sanderson, of the New Hampshire Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. The argu- 
ments presented by the other witnesses 
in favor of the bill were generally to show 
the bad effects of low grade, impure and 
adulterated insecticides and _ fungicides 
upon the horticultural and agricultural in- 
terests of the country. The principal wit- 
ness on behalf of the manufacturers otf 
these articles was H. F. Baker, president 
of the Thomsen Chemical Company, ot 
Baltimore, who declared that in his opin- 
ion the representative manufacturers ot 
these articles throughout the country in- 
dorsed in detail the provisions of the bill. 

The most elaborate statement made was 
by Dr. Sanderson, who gave a critical 
analysis of the measure and its aims and 
purposes and also recited many detailed 
accounts of the methods of adulterated 
and impure insecticides as they are found 
on the market. 

‘Yhe testimony given by J. R. Hale, an 
agriculturist who has farms in Connec- 
ticut and Georgia, gave an account of 
the serious menace to the peach grow- 
ing business of Georgia and the poor 
results that had followed from the use 
of impure and adulterated insecticides. 
Among other things he said:—‘'I have no 
doubt that the State of Georgia has lost 
immensely in this one industry by not 
having a standard of purety and some- 
thing that they could go by, and be- 
cause of discouragement and doubt in 
the past from the results of the use of 
arsenate of lead they have been held 
back many years in the use of it. It 
has been a great loss to the State and if 
the fruit growers of the country use 
these insecticides and fungicides in such 
a way as to weaken the trees and hurt 
the fruit, they get discouraged and say 
that spraying does not pay and experi- 
ment station fellows are giving them a 
lot of advice that is wrong.”’ The es- 
sence of Mr. Hale’s statement was the 
necessity, according to his opinion, that 
a standard of purity cover such articles 
as arsenate of lead so that the public 
may be advised as to what is a safe and 
efficient quantity to be employed. 

The statement of E. W. Catchpole, pres- 
ident of the Horticultural Union, covered 
an account of the use of insecticides in 
the orchards of New York. He said:—‘‘We 
are changing from the old method to the 
use of a very dilute lime-sulphur for the 
summer spray. Under the use of the Bor- 
deaux mixture it did not matter so much 
as to the purity of it. The Bordeaux 
mixture was a very cheap product, cost- 
ing only six cents per pound wholesale, 
and the temptation to dilute it was very 
little and we had very little trouble on 
those lines, but now under the changed 
eonditions during the past few months 
our scientific men through experiments 
have convinced the growers that it is 
best to use this lime-sulphur solution, es- 
pecially in the districts where the San 
Jose scale has multiplied so rapidly. It 
is recommended in a very dilute form, so 
that it is very necessary in buying the 
lime-sulphur to know its strength abso- 
lutely. This can be obtained by testing 
it with the Beaume test, or a chemical 
analysis. The Beaume test shows only 





the specific gravity. For the solids there 
are oniy the sulphur. The grower knows 
What ne is getting, but our chemists teil 
us that the test may be increased by the 
“addition of sait or sugar or  pussibiy 
twelnty-live otner ingredients which are 
not very expensive, and this wouid bring 
up the specilic gravity test so that the 
grower would have a much weaker soiu- 
uon tnan he thinks he is using. Further 
than this, and of stiil greater importance, 
it is necessary to add an arsenical poison 
to this time-sulphur fungicide in order: 
to combat the biting insects, and practi- 
ealiy it is only advisable to use tne ar- 
senute of lead and it is very necessary 


that the strength should only vary along 
very narrow 1ines,” E 
‘tne statement of H. F. Baker, presi- 


dent of the Thomsen Chemical Company, 
ot Baltimore, was important in that he 
represents the position of the matufac- 
turers, as follow 
e as a class are in favor of this legisia 
ition, L Khow of No iwige Manuiaclurer O1 I- 
ecuciues Who is opposed to this proposed jes- 
sation. We are tavuorable to it .or two pill 
ipal reasons:—lirst, we want standards estav 
ished, so that we may be protected against 
wanu.acturers who are desirous of selling sub- 
standard products; and, second, we want to 
we Drotected from legisiation by different States 
whieh will vary more or less and make it 
ery expensive tor us to comply. There area 
ew States, 1 do not know how many—Protessoy 
inderson says six or eight—which have passed 
iegisiation atong these lines, and in each case 
{ think they have provided for certain label- 
! certain statements, and in each case, so 
.ar as my knowledge goes, those provisions 
aave differed; su that wnen we put our prep- 
irations up in packages and send them to our 
Jobbers in New York, Philadelphia and St. 
Louis we do not know where these goods 
will go; they may be labeled for one State 
ind be shipped into another State; and we 
can see that there will be no end of complica 
ion and that we will be placed in a very em- 
barrassing position with no intent upon our 
part. seme have gone into this question very 
carefully with the committee of entomologists 
and we have approved, thoroughly approved, 
the measure which they have now submitted 
to you for your consideration, and principaily 
What might be termed sclfish 











for those two 
reasons,”’ 

in response to a question, Mr, Baker 
said that he knew of no manufacturer, 
big or little, who was opposing the legis- 
lation. Mr. Baker also gave a general 
Statement regarding the operation of the 
Pure Food law and said that he hoped the 
pending legislation would be adopted, be- 
cause it would have the same benelticial 
eitect as the Pure Food law has had in 
producing uniform conditions. He insist- 
ed that all manufacturers should be com- 
pelled to carry the same burden of hon- 
esty as ‘“‘they quite naturally can supply 
a lead containing from 4 to 6 per cent, ot 
arsenate of lead cheaper than one con- 
taining 15 per cent.; so that the question 
before us 1s shall we meet this competi- 
tion or shall we hold to the higher stand- 
ards which we have held since we started 
manufacturing? Something will have to 
be done, because the orchardist or the 
farmer who buys the old arsenate ot 
iead bearing the label of a manufacturer 
natural'y presumes that that is the stand- 
ard, and the price is what rules him in 
many cuses, unless he has been sensible 
encugii to get the advice of his State en- 
tomologist.”’ 

fesitimony similar to that given by Mr. 
Hale was presented by KE. W. Wo 
State Chemist of Georgia. Mr. Worsham 
said tnat the cotton crop of Georgia 
meuns about $150,000,000 to that State. 
‘We are threatened with the Mexican cot- 
ton boll weevil, which has advanced as 
far as the Alabama line from the west, 
and until recently it has been absolutely 
impossible to employ any means that 
would be effective in checking the rav- 
ages of this pest. Recent experiments 
have shown that it will be quite possible 
to control it by the application of arse- 
nate of leac, If this is true there will be 
thousands and thousands of tons of arse- 
nate of lead used on this problem alone 
in the future, and it is very necessary 
that we should have a certain standard 
on which to rely, because there is excel- 
lent opportunity there for fraud. Another 
problem with which we have to contend, 
and in which it is absolutely necessary to 
have some standard, is potassium cya- 
nide, which is used for fumigating trees, 
and I am sure that Mr. Hale and these 
other gentlemen who represent the horti- 
cultural interests will bear me out in 
this, that in fighting what is now known 
as the San Jose scale, which is in every 
State of the Union—one State claims to 
be free, I believe, but I have my doubts 
about that—we have to rely on fumiga- 
tion in order that we may guarantee to 
the grower or the purchaser of the fruit 
trees that the trees are absolutely free 
from this at the time he purchases them. 
Every State has laws’ which require 
fumigation with hydrocyanic acid gas, 
which must be of a certain strength in 
order to be effective in the least.” 

The statement of John B. Smith, State 
Entomologist of New Jersey, was to the 
effect that a law of that State relating 
to paris green and regarding the labeling 
to show its strength had been materially 
effective in raising the standard of paris 
green sold in the markets of that State. 
He thought a general law covering insec- 









ticides «would have the same _ effect 
throughout the country, as the laws of 


New Jersey relating to paris green alone 
had given to the people of that common- 
wealth. He said:—‘‘The enactment of this 
legislation would help us out materially 
and it would keep out a lot of poor mate- 
rial from our State. We have also ana- 
lyzeG samples of arsenate of lead which 
are not covered by our law, and it is in 
New Jersey that we have found those 
differences ranging from 4 per cent. up 
to and over 20 per cent. in the arsenical 
contents of the arsenate of lead; and

Vhat of the gov- 
ernment is very iengthy, comprising two 
volumes, and aggregating 1,Uv4 pages. 
ihe main cohtenhtions of Unis briel may 
thus be quoted:— 

“Ividence ol the monopoly of the de- 
fendants is shown in the chormous eatn- 
ings Ol this combination. ‘they may be 
summarized as toliows:—lhe Standard 
Oil trust and the Standard Oli Company, 
on ah investment of $09,024,480, which 1s 
all that has been put into the 
except out of its OW surpius earnings, 
had earned up to the end of 19U6, $855, 
730, 783. Adding the protts ot lw? and 
lws (of which we have no accurate state- 
ment, but from the testimony of Myr. 
Rockefeller, we may assume them to be 
as much as the profits in 1906) we have 
substantiahy a billion dollars earned by 
this company in 2 years, with an orig- 
inal investment of about $69,000,00v. 

“But the real significance of these earn- 
ings is seen when we take the past 10 or 
12 years after the monopoly had been 
well established, For the WW years end- 
ing with 1906 the earnings were $998,220,- 
d4, practically $60,000,000 a year on the 
investment of $69,000,0U0, the capitalization 
being $97,250,000 part of the time and a lit- 
tle more the rest of the time. 

“The Standard Oil trust and the Stand- 
ard Oil Company paid dividends from 
Issz2 to 186, amounting to $545,436,446, an 
average of 24 per cent. a year on the 
capitalization, During the last 11 years, 
ending with 196, the annual dividends 
were from 31 to 48 per cent., being 48 per 
cent in 1900 and in 1901, This, however, 
represents but litthe more than one-hal 
the earnings, for the percentage of net 
earnings to the capital stock during the 
past 8 years have been taken from 37 
to $4.5 per cent. 

“But it may be said that this is nota 
fair comparison that the rate of earnings 
should be based on net assets and that 
the company is greatiy under-capitalized, 
It is capitaiized for about $15,000,000 more 
than the parties themselves value the 
property and assets which they put in 
aside from surplus earnings. 

“This court lately held, in the Con- 
solidated Gas case, that 6 per cent. Was 
a reasonable rate of earnings for the 
Consolidated Gas Company. We very 
much doubt if there is more risk in the 
Standard Oil business than in the Con- 
solidated Gas. The business of railroads 
is often spoken of as a staple business 
and a safe investment, in which a return 
of 6 per cent. is ordinarily considered rea- 
sonable, But the railroad business is 
far more fluctuating and subject to the 
effect of business depressions than the 
business of the Standard Oil Company. 
Even, however, considered on a basis of 
the relation of net earnings to net as- 
sets, the rate of earnings of the Standard 
Oil Company for the last 10 years has 
on the average been 25.2 per cent. per 
year.”’ 

The brief further states that the pipe 
line companies are yielding enormous 
profits; that the profits on all of the 
companies from 18% to 196 range from 
2% to 100 per cent: on the capital stock, 
and on the total net from 35 to 
153 per cent. 

The testimony, according to the brief, 
shows that one-half cent a gallon on the 
entire out-turn constitutes a good profit 
in the refining business. The attorneys 
say that the Standard profits averaged 
in 1903 3.7 cents per gallon on all the 
crude oil handled by its refineries. 

The company had less to say than their 
opponents. The keynote of the defense is 
the preservation of the “rights of indi- 
vidual citizens of the United States.’’ The 
issue, according to this brief, is the 
charge made in the petition, denied in 
the answer, and reasserted in the repli- 
cation, that the seven individual defend- 
ants, John D. Rockefeller, William R. 
Rockefeller, John D. Archbold, Oliver H 
Payne, Henry M. Flagler. Charles M. 
Pratt and Henry H. Rogers, combined 
and. conspired, and continued to combine 
and conspire at the time the petition was 
filed, to restrain inierstate trade in oil 
and to gain monopoly of. it. 

The brief asserts that the Circuit Court 
of the United States for the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Missouri, whose adverse decree 
the defendants seek to overturn, held 
hat solely because these individual joint 
owners of a group of non-competitive 
properties engaged for forty years in pri- 
vate trade, instead of continuing to hold 
through trustees. controlled by these 
seven defendants, changed in 1899, as the 
brief says, ‘‘the method of holding their 
properties by conveying them to _ the 
Standard Oil Company, of New Jersey, 
and that such change was a violation of 
the Sherman Anti-Trust act.” 
| This decree is complained of as being 
unjust to the men who, according to the 
brief. ‘‘were a iawful group, lawfully do- 
jing business,”’ and who, after what is de- 
scribed as a mere conveyance and solely 
iby reason thereof, became a “group of 
| lawricen conspirators,” it is charged.

“The Standard Oil business as it existed 
in 1906 and still exists,”’ says the brief, 
‘was the natural development and out- 
| growth of the business begun in 1862 and

others. By untiring energy, with infinite 





skill, with abundant capital, and the 
steady reinvestment of early profits, 
these men and their associates created 


out of an entirely new, unique, and un- 
precedented production of crude oil and 
the now universally used and cheapest 
illuminant the world has known. By cre- 
ative skill they secured from refuse oil 


huge reservoirs for storing oil—the com- 
bined pipe line system which gathers up 
and carries the natural products—the 
tank cars which carry the refined prod- 
ucts. They created the export trade in 
vil, transporting it in ships of their own 
construction and selling it in Asia, India, 


hina, Japan, Russia, and all Europe. 
‘Tiiey devised the trading stations—the 
tank delivery wagons—and used every 
means to cheapen the product and the 


qualily From 1862 to 1906 (forty-four 
years) the work went on. They took the 
risk of the failure in production, of de- 
struction by tire and tempest, besides all 
the ordinary risks of trade. They met 
all emergelcies with competent skill and 
suflicient funds. The unexpected, enor- 
mous increase in production greatly in- 
creased their business and added to its 

Their methods of 


importance and profit. 
holding their joint properties and the 





management of them were dictated by 
economic reasons. They used the best 
and cheapest methods in the holding of 
Liiles id in the transportation, produc- 


tion, refining, and sale of oil, and they 
sought to and did always produce the 
best and cheapest product. 

‘they competed with the same energy 
and skill they built up. They succeeded, 
as if one had developed unexpectedly a 
goli or diamond mine, and abundant 
revenue legitimately became theirs. Their 
business thus created was a lawful one, 
and the owners thereof were and are law- 
fully entitled to continue the same; and 
if, in 146, wher the petition was filed, 
they were not restricting interstate trade 
or by unlawful means seeking a monop- 
Oly (which it was not), the court should 
not have interfered with it.”’ 

Later the Standard Oil Company filed 
an additional brief setting forth Specifi- 
cations of error.

Saturday Noon, March 12, 1910. 


In many quarters trading has been 
described as of a more satisfactory 
character, but whatever improvement 
has been realized is believed to repre- 
sent the more urgent nature of sea- 
sonable requirements. There seems to 
be little incentive to operate for fu- 
ture account. Opium has remained 
quiet and quotations for powdered and 
granular have yielded further to the 
effect of competition. Cases and job- 
bing lots were normally unaltered. In- 
terest in quinine was somewhat 
abated, and a lower unit was the out- 
come of the Amsterdam auction. The 
Norweigian codliver situation was in 
easier tendency both on spot and for 
primary shipment. The revision in 
either quotations previously referred 
to was in buyers’ favor on bulk goods, 
but in sellers’ favor on packages. 
There was nothing to vary the well 
maintained course of the _ glycerine 
market. Japan wax was in recovering 
tendency, with the abatement of sell- 
ing pressure. Menthol was dull and 
more or less nominal. Mexican va- 
nilla beans commanded fairly large 
sales, eliminating a good part of the 
cheaper offers. Clove oil was upward 
under the spice influence and scarcity 
caused a firmer market for natural 
sassafras oil. There was keener buy- 
ing in spot lemon oil, and many of the 
lots available below the import cost 
were taken by dealers. Small lots of 
Valencia saffron were in evidence at 
easier prices. Roman chamomiles were 
slightly lower as a result of slow trad- 
ing. Asafoetida was well maintained, 
little from recent importatians being 
available for the market. There was 
a steadier tendency to buchu since the 
recent decline. Freer buying for ex- 
port brought grindelia robusta to a 
firmer basis. Cartagena ipecac was 
an active item during the week, large 
sales for export occasioning a material 
advance in values. Rio seems to be 
almost unobtainable on _ spot, but 
higher prices are said to have been 
paid abroad for stock held for local 
account. Jalap root was again easier 
under the old conditions. Fenugreek 
seed was upward on more active buy- 
ing.

Cases are nom- 
inally unaltered at $5.45@5.50, with the 
usual premium asked for jobbing quan- 
tities, and there is little doubt that an 
actual test of the market would dis- 
close terms more favorable to buyers. 
The demand is of the same light char- 
acter for consuming account, while 
there is apparently nothing in the gen- 
eral situation to induce any speculative 
interest.

Spot values are sustained on the 
basis of 35146@36c., as to style of pack- 
age, 

CODLIVER OIL.—With the abate- 
ment of speculative inquiry the mar- 
ket for Norwegian has experienced 
somewhat of a setback both for spot 
and primary shipment. There were re- 
ports that fishing results had improved 
lately, and for the purpose of a com- 
parison the following advices from our 
correspondent may be of interest:— 

Aalesund, Norway, March 11, 1910. 

The Lofoten production amounts to 4,564 
hectoliters, while that for the entire coun- 
try reaches 10,915 hectoliters, 

For the corresponding period of last 
year results were 5,313 hectoliters for 
Lofoten and 14,581 hectoliters for the 
entire country.

GLYCERINE.—There has been noth- 
ing to vary the well maintained course 
of the market for C. P., and refiners re- 
port a continued satisfactory move- 
ment at 20@20%c. for bulk and 21@21%c, 
for cases. Conditions affecting crude 
abroad have undergone no recent de- 
velopments of bearish significance so 
far as can be learned in the local trade, 
and the foreign holders are believed to 
have resumed to better control of the 
situation. Much interest centers in the 
outcome of the tariff negotiations be- 
tween this country and France, and 
unless the authorities at Washington 
reach a settlement of the question be- 
fore April 1, there will be imposed au- 
tomatically an increased duty of 3c, on 
all importations of crude glycerine from 
France, in retaliation of the tariff dis- 
crimination by France against this 
country. This will necessarily check 
all shipments here of French glycerine, 
but dealers believed that this situation 
would result in a switching of accounts 
between European sources, so _ that 
there would be full recompense for any 
curtailment of French exports to this 
country. Dynamite on spot is fully sus- 
tained at 19@19%c., and a sale of a car- 
load lot was reported at the inside fig- 
ure. Producers of this variety were 
said to be more disposed to sell over 
the year than they had been previous- 
ly.

Beans. 


Developments in the Mexican situa- 
tion comprise the interesting feature of 
the week in the vanilla market. More 
of a speculative element has character- 
ized trading in whole beans, large in- 
quiries for which have been current 
among local dealers. The ordinary 
grades have been most keenly sought, 
and all of the offerings at $3.25 or un- 
der are believed to have been taken. 
Most of the dealers now maintain a 
minimum of $3.50, but $3.374% can prob- 
ably be done to a limited extent. The 
range for the choicer descriptions ex- 
tends to $5. That whole Mexican beans 
would command keener buying interest 
was regarded as a logical outcome of 
the strengthening course of cuts of late, 
and it is believed that the market for 
both will keep apace in a further up- 
ward movement, Mexicans being still 
considered the most adyantageous pur- 
chase the market affords. Cuts are 
generally held at $3.25 for consuming 
requirements, although $3.12% may be 
found available for some small lots 
secured at more favorable terms earlier 
in the season. France is still reported 
a buyer in the local market for prime 
Mexican beans, but it was said to be 
difficult to meet the exacting require- 
ments as to quality. The new crop of 
beans, according to late advices, will 
be late and contain comparatively a 
small proportion of first quality stock. 
The new production of cuts is well con- 
trolled, the only unsoid lot of conse- 
quence being that of 10,000 pounds, 
which is maintained at a level that pre- 
cludes it from the market at this time. 
Interest in Bourbons for shipment for 
local account remains practically at a 
standstill, the views of holders being 
still unyielding to the terms dealers re- 
gard as reasonable on the prevailing 
basis of spot values. With Mexicans 
tending to a more normal position over 
Bourbons, some members of the trade 
foresee a trend toward the latter va- 
riety which may compel operations 
abroad, available stocks being too lim- 
ited to permit of any important trans- 
actions. For primary shipment of 
Bourbons, 35 francs per kilo is said to 
be the best basis, bringing the cost to 
import in the neighborhood of $3.25. 
Spot prices remain below this parity, 
$3 being acceptable for the less desir- 
able qualities. Mail advices from St. 
Denis, dated January 31, reported sales 
of 3,800 kilos of different lots and de- 
scriptions at 324%,@37 francs per kilo, of 
which proportion 50@80 per cent. con- 
sisted of first quality of 16@19 centi- 
meters. For one lot of seconds 1,400 
kilos was sold at 27% francs. Exports 
for the month totaled about 5,200 kilos. 
Of the recent crop of South American 
beans, 3,000 or 4,000 pounds, or about 
one-quarter of the total, have been re-

ing quotations. Dealers report the 
same difficulty in tracing any lots of 
consequence for shipment, berries for 
distilling being particularly scarce at 
all quarters. 

Junipers are in fair jobbing request 
at 44%4@5c. 

Extreme values prevail for prickly 
ash berries at $1.50@1.75, and there 
seems to be no prospect for early re- 
lief from the stringency which has 
characterized the market during re- 
cent months. 


Essential Oils. 


In some quarters trading in the ar- 
ticles of this classification is reported 
of more encouraging proportions, but 
whatever betterment the market has 
attained is along rather conservative 
lines. One of the items to attract 
more favorable attention has been 
lemon, sales of which have been ef- 
fected among local dealers, spot prices 
being declared of better advantage 
than those for primary shipment. 
While the foreign market for lemon is 
reported irregular, the cost to import 
is generally placed at 80c. or over. It 
has not been difficult to shade this fig- 
ure on recent spot tests, and some lots 
are said to have been taken around 
75c. The accumulation of new crop ar- 
rivals, the bulk of which is for later 
delivery on contracts, is believed to 
have prompted some dealers to real- 
ize, depending upon more favorable 
terms later in the year to replace. At 
the close 80@85c. was found the gen- 
eral range on spot, with the foreign 
market in firmer tendency. There is 
still an easy suggestion to bergamot 
for primary shipment, and the spot 
demand is usually reported backward. 
Quotations show no variation, $3.87% 
@4.10 remaining in effect, the inside 
figure being rather the exception. Or- 
ange is fairly steady at $2.25@2.50. In- 
terest in this item centers in the out- 
come of the test case on the duty 
question, which is scheduled for a 
hearing before the local board next 
week.

Oil of Lemon.—The position of the market 
has remained unchanged during the course of 
this week. The local demand has been less 
urgent and did not give occasion to sellers to 
push up figures still further, as they were 
trying to do: but, for what demand there 
has been from abroad, full prices had to be 
paid, and the feeling for the article continues 
to be a good one. The general opinion over 
here seems to be that unless the demand from 
abroad will increase considerably, the position 
may remain fairly unchanged during the height 
of the pressing season. When same will be 
over, the future development of the market 
will depend on what stocks will be left for 
the future requirements of the consuming 
places. and, although it is too early as yet 
to make forecasts, still considering the general 
state of this industry this year. it does not 
seem likely that such stocks will be large. 
Oil of Orange.—The position remains firm; 
there is not much demand. but available sup- 
plies are not large and holders are keeping 
up their figures. 

Oll of Bergamot.—Also for this oll there is

not much inquiry, but the market remains 
unaltered. 

We quote today, not binding, for pure oils 
of highest quality:—Lemon, 3s. 3%d.; sweet 
orange, 6s. 11%4d.; oil of bitter orange, 6s. 
3d.; bergamot, 36-38 per cent. L. E., 16s. 10d., 
f. o, b. Palermo. 

Inquiries in the local trade disclose 
comparatively small holdings of true 
wintergreen leaf oil (gaultheria), but 
dealers’ views show considerable varia- 
tion as to values. The prevailing range 
may be given as $4@4.75. We have the 
following from a correspondent in the 
producing districts:— 


Genuine oil of wintergreen leaf is daily get- 
ting searcer and selling freely at $4.50@4.75 
in round lots. A little oi] around $4.25 may 
be had, but it is somewhat off color and fla- 
vor, although pure as to quality Practi- 
cally no new oil can be made before May 1; 
the forest fires last fall destroyed large areas 
of trees, which cannot grow again before 
fall, therefore the spring and summer yield 


will be light. 

Natural wintergreen (sweet birch) is 
firmer at $1.50@1.75, stocks being gen- 
erally light. Sales in the country were 
reported above the inside spot figure. 

Peppermint continues the subject of 
mcre or less conflicting views as to 
primary conditions, but in most quar- 
ters more of a determination to await 
further developments has been mani- 
fested during the week. In this con- 
nection we wish to correct any mis- 
taken impression which may have been 
caused by the country statistics pub- 
lished previously. It was stated that 
the previous crop had amounted to 
200,000 pounds, and that there had been 
a holdover of 100,000 pounds. Of this 
total, 120,000 pounds were left, showing 
that 180,000 pounds had been disposed 
of. Several dealers report freer offers 
from the country, and we are advised 
that some of the lots in evidence have 
been taken to cover urgent require- 
ments at 5c. under what has been con- 
sidered the primary market, The job- 
bing basis on spot is easier at $1.95@2. 
Some inquiry was noted for H. G. H. 
oil for export. According to govern- 
ment figures, 7,272 pounds of pepper- 
mint oil, valued at $13,218, were ex- 
ported during January, against 10,515 
pounds ($18,576) for the same month in 
1909.

More or less irregularity is noted in 
quotations for Valencia’ saffron, the 
market reflecting, on the whole, an 
easier tendency, but the question of 
quality is probably of material consid- 
eration. Small lots were in evidence 
at $9.50, but in some quarters $10 was 
said to have been realized. Supplies 
of American saffron were reported un- 
der better control, and one of the lead- 
ing dealers was firm at 30c. There 
were still sellers at 27c. 

All descriptions of chamomiles are 
slow of sale, and for Roman an easier 
basis of 14@1l5c. was confirmed. For 
the usual grades of Hungarian 22@25c. 
prevails, 

Gums. 

There have been freer receipts of 
asafoetida from London and Hamburg 
during the week, but so far as can be 
learned the recent importations are 
held by the customs authorities, the 
process of passing usually being a te- 
dious one under the severe require- 
A good part of the arrivals 
was reported sold subject to admis- 
sion, and available stocks are not like- 
ly to be materially augmented in the 
near future. There is a steady de- 
mand and holders have no difficulty 
in maintaining 65@75c. for standard 
grades. At last Thursday’s drug auc- 
tion in London no offerings of asafoe- 
tida were reported. 

Refined camphor is attracting the 
improving attention incident to the

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Industrial advices indicate more con- 
fidence in general trade conditions but, 
at the moment, it is difficult to say 
whether this is the effect of sentiment 
or the actual state of business. The 
consuming trade at large appears sat- 
isfied to buy from hand to mouth, 
but there is an apparent disposition 
to restrict extensive operations pend- 
ing court decisions and perhaps some 
light on the crop outlook. The iron 
and steel industry continues to lead 
in the extent of activity, and condi- 
tions seem to show gradual improve- 
ment as the year advances. Sustained 
activity is also noted in the paper, 
glass and rubber industries. Reports 
from textile points, however, are un- 
satisfactory and the high prices of raw 
materials are restricting production 
and causing dissatisfaction in many 
quarters. The coal trade outlook is 
rather poor judging from recent ad- 
vices, and reports from many other 
branches of industry are not entirely 
satisfactory. The labor situation is 
unsettled with Philadelphia the storm 
center. Probably the most unfavorable 
feature at present is the position of 
foreign trade. The high prevailing 
prices of domestic products have pre- 
vented foreign purchases to a large ex- 
tent, while the low cost of foreign 
goods has been an inducement to do- 
mestic consumers to buy abroad. At- 
tention will soon be concentrated on 
the crops. Judging from the high 
prices at which agricultural staples 
have been selling, the outlook for a 
considerable increase in acreage ap- 
pears encouraging. 

The market for time money is quoted 
at 3% per cent, for ninety days, at 4 
per cent. for six months, Call money 
on the Stock Exchange has ranged 
from 2% to 3 per cent., Friday’s closing 
being 2% per cent. The higher grades 
of mercantile paper are held at 4%@ 
5 per cent. for choice four and six 
months’ single names, 5% per cent. for 
others. Bar silver closed Friday at 
51%4c. Mexican dollars were 44@48c. In 
sterling exchange the rates for actual 
business were $4.8670@4.8680 demand, 
$4.8670@4.8680 cables, and commercial 
bills, $4.8354@4.845. 

The upward tendency of the securi- 
ties market has not been as pronounced 
as during the previous interval, but 
most of the leading issues have scored 
small advances during the week. More 
than usual interest has been concen- 
trated in specialties and many issues, 
which have remained dormant of late, 
have shown signs of new life. The 
movement of the industrials has been 
fully in sympathy with other stocks 
and the aggregate volume of trade has 
been fairly heavy. 

The American Agricultural Chemical 
Company has declared the regular 
semi-annual dividend of 3 per cent. on 
the preferred stock, payable April 15 
to stock of record March 21. Books 
close March 21 and reopen April 1. No 
action was taken on a common divi- 
dend. Thomas A. Doe, treasurer of the 
American Agricultural Chemical Com- 
pany, said after the meeting that a 
committee had been appointed to look 
into the conditions of the different 
companies and that no action in regard 
to dividends on the common _ stock 
would be taken until after this com- 
mittee had reported. He further stated 
that this might not be until some time 
after the next meeting. 

Directors of the National Licorice 
Company have declared the regular 
quarterly dividend of 1% per cent. on 
the preferred stock. The dividend is 
payable March 31, to stockholders of 
record on March 25. 

The common stock of the Corn Prod- 
ucts Refining Company has been taken 
quite freely at prices ranging between 
18%c. and 19%c. There was no special 
reason attributed for the activity. 

Directors of the Virginia-Carolina 
Chemical Company have declared the 
regular quarterly dividend of 2 per 
cent. on the preferred stock. The divi- 
dend is payable April 15 to stockholders 
of record on March 31. 

American Cotton Oil, common, has 
advanced sharply on light trading. 
The stock appeared to be closely held 
and responded promptly to any buying 
operations. 

A sharp advance was scored in the 
common issues of the National Lead 
Company early in the week, although 
trading was comparatively light. Later 
the issue lost most of its advance under 
seattered selling. The range of prices 
extended from 83%c. to 86%c., the close 
Friday being at 84c.

SOYA BEAN OIL.—Irregular condi- 
tions prevail in the market for Soya 
bean oil and it is described as being 
easier to unchanged. English pressed 
spot oil is very scarce on the spot 
and is confined to one or two holders, 
who are asking 7c., which price it is 
stated can probably be shaded. For 
shipment of English oil 6%c. is now 
asked. Asiatic pressed oil is quoted 
at 5.90c. for shipment in cases and 
6%4c. on the spot for the same package. 


Animal and Fish Oils. 


Aside from a higher quotation for 
off prime lard oil, which is now quoted 
at 90c., these oils were without change 
during the week. Supplies continue very 
light, raw materials are all scarce and 
higher prices are continually predicted. 
Cod oil is firm at 40@42c. for domestic 
and 42@44c. for Newfoundland. Prime 
winter lard oil is firm at $1.25@1.28, 
with the off grades finding a ready 
market at high prices. Pressed light 
and brown menhaden oils are firm at 
35@37c.

Chicago Fertilizer Market. 
Chicago, March 10, 1910 
There has been a good demand for tankage, 
and while the market is not as high as it was 
last week, the trade is good enough to antici 
pate a strong inquiry so long as prices re- 
main on the present basis. A leading broker 
analyzes the situation as follows:—‘‘The market 
for tankage continues very active and the 
business transacted has been large, generally 
at a discount of about 2%@5c. per unit under 
prices that prevailed last week. The inquiry 
is still good, and the trade looks for a continu- 
ance of these conditions so long as holders do 
not advance prices and so scare buyers. off. 
We quote high-grade Chicago basis at $2.70 
and 10, with some prospect of buying at 
$2.6714 and 10 on firm bids. Blood has become 
very scarce and can only be bought now as 
produced, and packers are holding for more 
money, generally asking $3 per unit Chicago 
basis. with a prospect of trading at $2.97% 
on firm bids, but only for limited quantities.’’ 
DRIED BLOOD.—A good demand, and the 
market is higher on a shortage which threat- 
ens to become rather serious. For the first 
time in several weeks the holders are asking 
$3 for blood, and while no sales have _ been 
made at that price there is a general belief 
that the figure will be touched again in the 
near future. Sellers quote as follows, sub- 
ject to previous sale and change of market:— 
Chicago, $2.97; Charleston, $3.32; Savannah, 
$3.32: Jacksonville, $3.32; Atlanta, $3.31; 
Montgomery, $3.31; New Orleans, $3.22; Bal- 
timore and Virginia points, $3.22. 
TANKAGE.—For ground high-grade tankage 
12 and 12 and 11 and 15 there is very little 
difference in the asking price, which is gen- 
erally $2.70 and 10 Chicago. There is little of 
the medium grade stuff offered, but some of 
the low grade tankage can bring prices quoted 
by the ton, which range from $16.25 Chicago 
for 5 and 30 March-April to $20.50 Kansas 
City March-April. 
MEALS.—Sellers are offering steamed bone 
meal, but there is no raw bone to be had, 
and any price that would be quoted would be 
purely nominal. There has been a free offering 
of unground steamed bone at $24 per ton for 
shipment. Hoof meal is quoted at $2.75 Chi- 


cago. 


TRADE ITEMS. 


Some 3,500 barrels of Newfoundland 
sod oil were sold last week at 43 cents 
basis New York for export.

ANALYSIS BY BUREAU OF STATISTICS 
SHOW RAPID GROWTH IN IMPORTS 


EXPORTS DURING LAST 


TWELVE YEARS. 


AND 


Washington, March 11, 1910. 
The Bureau of Statistics of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor has 


been at pains to make a general analysis 
of the import and export trade in chem- 
icals, medicines, drugs and dyes during 
a period otf twelve years. The synopsis 
of the statement made by the bureau cov- 
ering this business shows that practically 
a billion dollars worth of these articles 
have entered into the foreign commerce 
of the United States during the period 
considered. Of this total the imports are 
about $800,000,000, while the exports equal 
about $200,000,000. In cases of both im- 
ports and exports this class of merchan- 
dise shows substantial gains. 

The analysis of the trade shows that 
imports of this group have increased from 
forty-eight and one-quarter million dol- 
lars in the calendar year 1899 to sixty- 
eight and two-thirds million dollars in 
1908 and eighty-six ane one-half millions 
in 1909, and exports from twelve and one- 
third millions in 1899 to nineteen and 
three-fourth millions in 1908 and twenty 
and one-third millions in 1909. 

Crude drugs, dyes and chemicals com- 
prise the larger portion of the imports, 
while manufactured chemicals, drugs and 
medicines constitute the greater part of 
the exports under this general head. Of 
the imports nitrate of soda was, in 1909, 
valued at thirteen and one-quarter mill- 
ion dollars; gums, thirteen and one- 
quarter millions; various salts of potash, 
chiefly muriate ‘of potash, eight million 
dollars; coal tar colors and dyes, six and 
one-half millions; argols or wine lees, 
two and one-third millions; glycerine, 
three and three-fifths millions; creosote 
oil, two and one-quarter millions; opium, 
two and one-quarter millions; extract of 
quebracho, three millions, and sulphate 
of ammonia, two million dollars. Other 
important items »with annual imports less 
than two million dollars include licorice 
root, one and _ three-fourths millions; 
vanilla beans, one and one-half millions; 


indigo, one and three-eighths millions; 
alizarin, natural and artificial mineral 
waters, and wax, vegetable or mineral, 


each one million dollars; coal tar prep- 
arations, not medicinal, and chloride of 
lime, each three-quarters of a million 
dollars, and aniline salts, crude iodine, 
sulphur and acids, each about a half 
million dollars annually. 

Patent and proprietary medicines form 
more than one-fourth of the entire ex- 
ports of chemicals, drugs and dyes, their 
value being $5,692,722; that of ginseng, 
$1,472,095; acetate of lime, $1,280,687; sul- 
phur, $736,928; baking powder, $579,811; 
roots, herbs and barks, $458,712; dyes and 
dyestuffs, $404,632; wood alcohol, $440,986; 


acids, $441,996; extracts of barks for tan- 
ning, $529,705, and washing powders and 
fluids, $305,781. 


A study of the countries of origin of 
the large and growing importations of 
drugs and chemicals—now approaching 
one hundred million dollars annually— 
emphasizes the important relationship be- 
tween the United States and the tropics, 
the one being a large consumer of arti- 
cles produced in the other. Of the nitrate 
of potash imported into the country, near- 
ly all comes from British India; from 
China comes practically al] the prepared 


opium, while of the crude opium import- , 


ed, a large share comes direct from 
Asiatic Turkey and Turkey in Europe, 
out most of it via the United Kingdom, 
the great distributor of Oriental products, 
Of imported gums, shellac comes chiefly 
from British India, gambier from_ the 
Straits Settlements, copal, kauri and da- 
mar from the British and Dutch East 
Indies, New Zealand and the Philippine 
Islands; chicle from Canada and Mexico, 
and gum arabic from Egypt. Vanilla 
beans come from France, Mexico and 
French Oceania, licorice root from Asiatic 
Turkey and Russia, and crude camphor 


mostly from Japan. Dyewoods and ex- 
tracts thereof come most largely from 
the tropics, notably from British West 
Indies, the Straits Settlements, Haiti and 
Santo Domingo, though France and the 
United Kingdom supply a_ considerable 
portion of extracts. Of cochineal the 
Canary Islands is the chief source, and 
of cinchona and other quinine-bearing 
barks the Dutch East Indies, though 


Netherlands is given as the nominal coun- 
try cf crigin. Those classes of chemicals 
resulting from manufacture or industrial 
processes come chiefly from Europe; in- 
digo, coal tar colors and alizarin colors 
and dyes chiefly from Germany; ammonia 
sulphate from the United Kingdom; ar- 
gols from France and Italy, the great 
vineyards of Europe; glycerine, chiefly 
from France, a great manufacturer of 
fancy soaps, and considerable quantities 
also from the United Kingdom; bleaching 
powder from United Kingdom and Ger- 
many; carbonate of potash, nearly all 
from Europe, chietly Germany; muriate 
and sulphate of potash, nearly all from 
Germany; quinine sulphate, from Ger- 
many, Netherlands, the United Kingdom, 
and the Dutch East Indies; sal soda and 
soda ash, from the United Kingdom, and 
ground sumac, nearly al] from Italy. 

The twenty million dollars’ worth of 
chemicals, drugs and medicines annually 
exported from the United States are mar- 
keted in many and widely separated 
countries. Acids, for example, go chiefly 
to Mexico, Cuba and Canada; wood alco- 
hol to the United Kingdom, Germany and 
Belgiwtm; baking powder to British South 
Africa, Canada, the United Kingdom, 
Mexico, Argentina, Central America and 
the Philippines, and, in smaller amounts, 
lo many countries representing every 
grand division of the world. Canada is 
the largest foreign market for extracts 
of bark to be used for tanning. Italy, 
formerly first in its purchases of sulphate 
of copper, and Austria-Hungary, usually 
an important market, in 1909 disappeared 
entirely as countries of destination for 
that article, Argentina now standing at 
the head of the list, with more than half 
the total. The exports of copper sulphate 
have been steadily decreasing in recent 
years, from $1,035,052 in the fiscal year 
1906 to $132,929 in 1909; for American dyes 
and dyestuffs, European countries, chief- 
ly Great Britain, Germany and Belgium, 
are the largest markets, Canada also re- 
ceiving a considerable portion. Domestic 
ginseng goes almost exclusively to Hong 
Kong. Acetate of lime nearly all went 
to Europe, Belgium being credited with 
38 per cent., Germany 28 per cent. and 
Netherlands 18 per cent. of the total ex- 
ports. Patent and proprietary medicines 
of domestic manufacture go to every part 
of the world, about two-fifths going to 
the United Kingdom, about two-fifths to 
America, nearly equally divided between 
South America and North America, about 
6 per cent. to Oceania, 5 per cent. to Asia, 
and less than 2 per cent. to Africa. 
Other interesting information respecting 
the origin of imports or the distribution 
of exports of drugs and chemicals is to 
be found in the publications of the Bu- 
reau of Statistics.

Conditions governing the general 
market for chemicals show little mate- 


rial change from week to week. The 
current demand for additional lots 
appears to be restricted largely to 
moderate quantities represent’ the 
actual or nearby requirements of 
consumers. Sales of this character 
have been quite frequent and the 
aggregate, as a frule, is reported 
satisfactory. Round lots, however, 


are not attracting particular inter- 
est and in some instances it is said 
to be difficult to move goods even at 
concessions. On the other hand there 
are many descriptions that are finding 
steady outlets through contract chan- 
nels and shipments have been equal, 
if not above, the seasonable average. 
Spot bleach prices have hardened dur- 
ing the interval, owing to delayed ar- 
rivals and the market has been placed 
in scant supply. White arsenic has 
déveloped an easier tone under freer 
offerings, but the lower prices have not 
stimulated buying interest to any ma- 
terial degree. Chloride of barium re- 
mains at $34.75 on spot, but arrivals 
are being sold at $34.50. Oxalic acid is 
available ex dock at a shade under 
previous prices. Nitrate of lead is 
offered 84ec. on spot while 8c. is ac- 
ceptable tor nearby arrival. Salt cake 
continues firm with supplies scarce 
and prices nominal. <A detailed mar- 
ket report of the principal items of 
chemical interest is indicated below, 
also a summary of the London, Liver- 
pool and Antwerp chemical markets.

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The 
market retains a firm tendency under 
a fairly active demand for home and 
export use. Contract deliveries are 
moving steadily into consuming chan- 
nels and production is finding ready 
sources of distribution.

The production of white 
arsenic in 1908 was 1,431,000 pounds, 
valued at $41,060, and of arsenical ore 
and concentrates 9,986 tons, valued at 


$17,506. 
BLUE VITRIOL.—A firm tone con- 
tinues to characterize the market,

DR. KEBLER, OF THE BUREAU OF 
CHEMISTRY, SPEAKS ON THE NECES- 
SITY FOR DEFINITE DRY STAND- 
ARDS SUGGESTED CHANGES 
FOR NATIONAL FORMULARY. 
ELECTION OF OFFI- 

CERS, ETC. 

Philadelphia, March 4, 1910. 

‘The need of an absolute standard for 
every drug mentioned in the United 
States Pharmacopoeia and the National 
Formulary was emphasized by Dr. Ly- 
man F. Kebler, of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry of the Federal Department of Agri- 
culture last evening at the March meet- 
ing of the Philadelphia Branch of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association. 
The meeting was held at the College of 
Physicians, and was largely attended. 
In the course of the discussion, 
was of rather a general character, 
Kebler cited interesting instances of 
the methods which unscrupulous manu- 
facturers used in their efforts to evade 
the Pure Food and Drugs Act. One of 
them was the use of terms of their own 
coining for drugs which, it was claimed. 
were not mentioned in the Pharmacopveia 
and that, consequently, there were no 
official standard for them. He referred 
to some of the most important litigation 
that had been the outcome of these ef 
forts and said that one of the hardest 
classes of remedies to combat in this con- 
nection were the cancer cures. He de- 
clared that the most dangerous of these 
had been put out of business. 

Dr. M. C. Thrush, who discussed the 
Formulary from the standpoint of the 
physician, declared that many physicians

Joseph P, Remington replied that this 
was no excuse for the physician, as many 
epitomes had been published. He said 
that the greatest fault he had to find 
with the National Formulary was that it 
contained formulae for a lot of prepa- 
rations that were nothing more than 
nostrums, He said it was undignified 
for works of this character to imitate. 
Charles H. LeWall, in reply, reminded 
Professor Remington that the Pharmaco- 


poeia itself was not entirely free on that 
score, 

An invitation was accepted from the 
Philadelphia County Medical Society to 


send speakers to its symposium on sug- 
gestions for the next Pharmacopoeia, to 
be held on April 27. Professor Reming- 
ton and George M. Beringer were ap- 
pointed to speak from the standpoint of 
the pharmacist on this occasion. 

Owing to the lateness of the hour, it 
impossible to act finally upon a set 
“Suggestions on the National Formu- 
fry.” which had been presented by Jo- 
seph W. England at the February meeting 
of the local branch. They cover the 
character and scope of the subject mat- 
ter; the shifting of the appendix to the 
the time and frequency 
of issue; lapse of time between its is- 
sue and the time it becomes effective; 
supplements; the numbering of the 
copies; the make-up and sub-division of 
the Revision Committee; the method of 
selling; the frequency and the defraying 
of the expenses of the meetings of the 
committee; the employment of experts in 
the work of revision, and the disposition 
of the profits from the sale of the Formu- 
lary. The suggestions Will be discussed 
and acted upon at the April meeting and 
will go forward to the National Formu- 
lary Revision Committee in the form of 
a resolution, expressing the sentiment of 


the Philadelphia branch toward the 
changes suggested.

Renewed activity was noted in the 
local fertilizer market during the 
week, and a number of the important 
commodities are again higher. The 
Southern mixers continue to be the 
largest purchasers, but the more 
Northern States are now coming into 
the market in a larger way. The 
milder weather has had a good effect 
on the market, and not only are the 
transportation difficulties iess notice- 
able, but the farmers are placing large 
orders for mixed goods, in consequence 
of which stocks in factories have been 
brought down to a minimum, and tne 
mixers continue to purcnase raw ma- 
terials actively and in a fairly large 
way. Doubts were expressed several 
weeks ago as to the volume of busi- 
ness that would develop during tne 
present season, but at present every 
one is of the opinion that it will be 
fully up to that of other years, if not 
in excess. Very firm markets prevail 
at all points. Foreign prompt sulphate 
of ammonia has been advanced to the 
level of the domestic markets and of- 
ferings are not very large. Prices can 
hardly be said to favor the buyer. 
Nitrate of soda has taken on quite an 
active tone, and is to-day higner for 
prompt shipment than it has been for 
a long period. For futures a rathet 
quiet market prevails, and offers are 
being made at considerable under tne 
spot quotations. Advices from the 
West record a very firm market for 
dried ground blood, with prices again: 
up about five points. Tankage is in- 
clined to lag, and in this market quo- 
tations apparently favor the buyers. 
The other items are firm as a rule, 
but quotably unchanged. Detailed re- 
ports of the principal markets fol-

Ammoniates. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—For 
foreign spot material quotations have 
been advanced to the level of $2.80 
New York. Domestic spot is about 
cleaned up and offerings from second 
hands are very limited. For futures 
June to April $2.65, if not a shade bet- 
ter, can be done for imported sulphate. 
Manchester advices of February 25 
state that the market for sulphate 
keeps very strong, and there is a fur- 
ther advance of 2s. 6d. to note this 


week, bringing the price to £12 2s. 6d. 
The rise which has been established 
during the past two or three weeks ap- 
pears to bode well for the immediate 
future of prices, for the active buying 
and consuming season is only now be- 


ginning. Sellers of sulphate appear 
very confident of the future, and high- 
er prices are freely anticipated. 

FISH SCRAP.—The market’ con- 
tinues very firm and some important 
business has developed during the 
week, mostly for Southern accounts. 
Stocks. of dried scrap are rather well 
cleaned up, but supplies of wet acidu- 
lated scrap are more ample. Dried 
scrap is quoted at $2.90@2.95 and 10, 
‘wet acidulated scrap at $2.30@2.50 and 
35, f. o b. fish. works. Imported 
ground fish guano is held at $3 and 10 
basis (New York, Philadelphia or Bal- 
timore frieght. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
The Western markets for ground dried 
blood are again higher by about five 
points, and a fairly large amount of 
business was put through during the 
week at prices rarely favoring the 
seller. Tankage on the other hand is 
not in such active request, and prices 
on this material generally favor buy- 
ers. Receipts of live stock continue 
light, and no immediate hopes of a 
lower market for the abattoir ammoni- 
ates appears to be in sight.

Commercial Fertilizers in Canaia, 


Toronto, Canada, March 12, 1910. 


Prof. Gamble addressed the farmers 
here this week on “The Use of Commer- 
cial Fertilizers for Vegetable Crops.’’ He 
mentioned nitrate of soda, superphos- 
phate, steam bone, bone meal, sulphate 
of potash and muriate of potash as the 
best fertilizers. Crops, in order to grow, 
needed three plant foods, nitrogen, phos- 
phoric acid and potash. In 1894 the im- 
ports of commercial fertilizers amounted 
to $25,000 and in 1909 totaled $53,000, show- 
ing, he contended, the awakening of the 
farming classes. Mr. Graham, B. A., of 
Toronto, said that the materials men- 
tioned as good fertilizers were the

mercial fertilizers, he claimed, 
be used with barnyard , manure, to 
supplement, but not to take _ its 
place. Last year Canadian packers 
exported $400,000 worth of tankage to the 
United States, and Canadian farmers had 
imported $530,000 worth of commercial 
fertilizers, paying freight and 10 per cent. 
duty. This was folly, he thought, and he 
pointed out in conclusion that the pack- 
ind ai now out after the Canadian 
trade.

Production of Lead in Canada 
Toronto, Canada, March 12, 1910. 

The total production in 1909 for pig 
and manufactured lead in Canada con- 
tained in base bullion exported was 
45,857,424 pounds, valued at the average 
price of refined lead in New York at 
$1,959,488. It is possible that there was 
also some lead ore or lead concentrates 
exported of which no record has yet 
been received. Custom Department sta- 
tistics indicate such an export as upward 
of 2,000,000 pounds. -The production of re- 
fined lead, and lead contained in base 
bulilon exported in 1908, was 37,666,066 
pounds. Custom Department statistics in 
this year also indicate an export of lead 
ore or concentrates, and the total produc- 
tion in 1908 of lead available for consump- 
tion was estimated at 40,891,448 pounds. 
An increased production in 1909 is, there- 
fore, shown of from 5,000,000 to 7,000,000 
pounds. This production in both years 
was al] from the province of British Co- 
lumbia. The total amount of bounty paid 
during the twelve months ending Decem- 
ber i, 1909, on account of lead production 
was $346,527.98. The exports of lead-in- 
ore concentrates, base bullion, etc., dur- 
ing the year were 3,116 tons and of pig 
lead 5,650 tons, or a total of 8,766 tons. 
From 14,000 tons to 15,000 tons of domes- 
tic production were therefore available 
for home consumption. The price of 
lead in New York during 1909 averaged 
4.273 cents per pound, varying between 
3.95 cents in March and 4.70 cents in De- 
cember. 'n 1908 the average was 4.200 
cents per pound. The London price, per 
long ton, varied between £12 10s. and £13 
l6s., averaging $13,049,

The extreme quietness of the past six 
or eight weeks continued unabated dur- 
ing tne interval, and from the amount 
of inquiries that are now coming in 
it does not appear as though any great 
rush of business can be expected un- 
til the spring months are well at hand. 
Cotton continues to fluctuate violently, 
und the mills are in consequence rather 
wary in placing long-time contracts 
for such auxiliary supplies as they re- 
quire, The consuming trade in general 
appears fairly well stocked up at pres- 
ent, and sales that are now passing 
are generally for small broken lots for 
immediate or nearby consumption, The 
various commodities are again reported 
without change of any sort with the 
one exception of the corn starches and 
dextrines, which are much lower in 
sympathy with the market for the 
cereal. Albumen continues to reflect 
a quiet market and local stocks have 
not been greatly depleted and are still 
of sufficient volume for the immediate 
needs of the trade. Antimony salt is 
finding a fair jobbing inquiry, but the 
demand for round lots is very small. 
Bichromates are mostly confined to 
contract trading. Cutch is quiet and 
slow. Dextrine is down, as is starch. 
Hyposulphite of soda and indigo are 
without change of any sort. Myrabo- 
lanes are scarce and firm, while prus- 
siates are well maintained despite a 
lower Antwerp market. Sumac is slow 
and described as easy. Turmeric is 
scarce and offerings are light. Zinc 
dust is very firm on the spot, notwith- 
standing recent arrivals. A detailed 
report of the market follows:— 

ALBUMEN.—The market continues 
rather quiet and conditions have under- 
gone little if any change during the in- 
terval, Arrivals are rather light at 
the moment, but there appears to be 
sufficient material available on the spot 
to answer the immediate needs of the 
trade. Egg albumen is quoted at 52@ 
73e., blood at 23@32c. 

ANILINE OIL AND 
continues to arrive in fairly large 
amounts, most of which is, however, 
for direct consuming account, in con- 
sequence of which there is little change 
to note in regard to the condition of 
the market. Prices are repeated at 
10@10.15c. for salt and 11%@11%c. for 
oil. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—Trading at the 
moment is confined to jobbing circles, 
where a fair inquiry is noted for broken 
lots. Large sales are not frequently 
reported by first hands, and the posi- 
tion of the product is unchanged both 
as regards demand and prices. The 
following price schedule is prevailing 
for spot material:—75 per cent. at 144 
@l4%e.; 65 per cent. at 124%@12%ec.; 47 
per cent. at 94@9%c. 

BICHROMATES.—First hands report 
that contract withdrawals are going 
along in about the usual seasonable 
volume. Aside from this little of addi- 
tional interest developed in the local 
market during the week. For jobbing 
lots there is a fairly active inquiry. 
Manufacturers quote bichromate of 
potash at 77%@7'4c.; bichromate of soda 
at 554@5%c. 

CUTCH.—The shipments from Ran- 
goon from January 1 to February 21 
to all parts were 250 tons, against 500 
tons in 1909 and 1,300 tons in 1908.

| Nothing in way of new feature devel- 


oped in the local or the London mar- 
ket during the week, and no important 
sales could be traced. Quotations are 
repeated nominally unchanged. 

DEXTRINE. Manufacturers an- 
nounced a sharp decline on Monday, 
this being the first quotable change 
made in a long period. The declining 
market for corn is given as the cause 
of the decline. A large demand, how- 
ever, continues for both home and for- 
eign consumption. Manufacturers of 
the commodity are now asking the fol- 
lowing prices:—Bags at $2.72; barrels, 
$2.88 per 100 pounds; special dark ca- 
nary, bags at $2.82; barrels, $2.98, these 
quotations holding good on _ carload 
lots. Special quotations can be had for 
smaller quantities. British gum is 
quoted at $2.97@3.13. The foreign po- 
tato starch is 6@7c., as to amount, 
seller and terms governing sales. Do- 
mestic potato dextrine is very scarce 
on the spot, and the market is a more 
or less nominal one, with 5%c. named 
as an inside figure.

ZINC DUST.—Arrivals from abroad 
have replenished the market to a cer- 
tain extent, but offerings are limited, 
while buyers continue somewhat 
urgent in their needs. For spot 65¢c. 
is still asked, with shipments at 6%c. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Wyoming Petroleum Prospects En- 

couraging. 

Advices received from the mid-continent 
petroleum field note more of an interest on 
the part of operators there in the possibilities 
of Wyoming as a producing State. According 
to an authority on the subject, who had been 
visiting the mid-continent field, oil had been 
encountered in practically every section of 
Wyoming where drilling had been in effect, 
and the product was described as a fine grade. 
Much capital, it was stated, was being at- 
tracted to the State. The late developments 
of 1909 brought in several good producers 
from the shallow sand, which were said to be 
holding up in an encouraging manner. The 
latest wells drilled got the first sand at about 
600 feet, and had better than 40 feet of good 
solid sharp formation, which stands up better 
than the Glenn pool sands of Oklahoma. Up to 
the present writing there has not been a well 
shot in the field. Within the last seven months 
the Standard Reserve Oil Company has brought 
in four wells on sections 10 and - 12-15-118, 
which produced on an average of 65 to 160 
barrels each, The International Consolidated 
Oil Company completed four wells on the 
southwest quarter of section 12-15-118, which 
were about the same caliber. The wells are all 
producing 45 and 46 gravity oil. 

Up to the present time there has not been 
enough gas in the field for drilling purposes, 
but plenty of gas for gas engines. The largest 
portions of the lands that are being operated 
is underlaid with coal, which can be opened 
up very cheaply. There are several oil com- 
panies that have their own mines. 

At Spring Valley, a little station fifteen 














Miilés éast of Evanston on thé main line of 
the UWition Pacific Railroad, which is three 
foiles from the present main developments, 
the Oil Well Supply Company has a large 
store and warehouse, and the Pittsburgh-Salt 
Lake Oil Company has a refinery, and the 
Utah Oil Refining Company of Salt Lake City 
has a string of tank cars for transporting oil 
from the fields and does its loading at this 
point. This company is said to pay $2 per bar- 
rel for all oil. The United States Refining 
Company, which is a California concern, is 
starting te ship material to Leroy, which is 
attiothet small station six miles northeast of 
Sprig Valley, for the building of a large and 
up-to-date refinery. The Commonwealth Oil 
and Refining Company is planning to build a 
refinery in the near future at Ogden, Utah, 
which is seventy miles west, @ very appro- 
priate place on account of shipping facilities, 
as Ogden is a great railroad center. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Incréasing Activity Throughout 
California Petroleum Fields. 

Los Angeles, March 5, 1910. 


The tremendous impetus given to the oil 
business on the coast is shown in the summary 
of fleld conditions on February 28 given below. 
An increase is noted in every phuse of the 
business. As against 570 wells drilling Janu- 
ary 31, there were on February 28, 610 in all 
districts, a gain of 40. This gain is mostly 
in the Ventura county flelds, where consider- 
able new work is being commenced. At New- 
hall the Standard is increasing the number of 
drilling rigs to 12. Heretofore this company 
has been running with two or three strings. 
There are also several new outfits in the 
Devil’s Den district, and in the Midway there 
is the keenest rush to begin work on different 
properties. The number of wells completed 
during the month of February was 68, a gain 
of 7 over the previous month. The number 
of producing wells is shown to be 4,040 for all 
fields, an apparent decrease of 194 during the 
month, but this is accounted for by the fact 
that in the Kern River field there have been 
heretofore carried in this list a lot of old 
wells drilled sevet'al years ago and not pro- 
ducing and which in all probability will soon 
be, if they have not already been, entirely 
abandoned. Production shows a daily increase 
over the previous report of 2,100 barrels, the 
total output February 28 being 166,950 barrels; 
1,900 barrels of this gain is in the Sunset- 
Midway district, where the gushers_ brought 
in two or three months ago are holding up 
better than it was expected, and where even 
a greater gain is likely to be shown within 
the next 30 or 60 days. The other fields are 
about maintaining their average in output. 
Total shipments being made on February 28 
were 165,250 barrels, or 1,700 barrels less than 
the total output, showing that amount of oil 
going into storage, which is considered a very 
small matter in view of the oil that will be 
needed in starting the new pipe lines and the 
amount of stocks that should be in reserve 
at all times, The total estimated stocks on 
February 28 are shown to be 16,345,000 bar- 
rels, an increase over the previous report of 
but 122,000 barrels. As rapid as the increase 
in production has been, it has been absorbed, 
ard stocks have practically remained station- 
ary in the aggregate for several months, for 
while they may have increased in some fields 
they were drawn on in others The increase 
shown above is fairly well distributed, al- 
though Coalinga and Sunset-Midway both 
show gains in stocks, Kern River shows a 
decrease,

The total shipments for the same period were 
89 barrels, which shows the company 

on its stocks durir that time 65,664 
barrels or at the rate of 262,656 barrels for the 
month. This shows why in face of the rapid 
increase in production there is no fear among 
the producers that there will be an _ over- 
supply. 

In fact, the same extreme optimism is ob- 
served by every one connected with the in- 
dustry that has been noted for several months, 
and the desire to ‘‘get in’’ is apparently more 
keen than ever. Just at the present time the 
Sunset-Midway field has the lead over all the 
others, and the excitement there is intense. 
Sensational wells are the order of the day, 
and thousands of acres are being proven up. 
Most of the biggest oil operators in the State 
have already secured lands in this district 
and are rushing deVelopment work with all 
possible speed. Trouble with the ‘claim 
jumpers’’ referred to last week still continues, 
and it is feared serious trouble may ensue. 
The Union Oil Company and the American 
Oilfields Company, two of the largest and 
strongest concerns on the coast have locked 
horns over an entire section—640 acres—which 
both claim The Union bought its claim from 
the locators in a legitimate way. The Amer- 
ican claims the locators did not comply with 
the laws as regards work on the land and 
therefore forfeited their rights, and it was re- 
located. 30th concerns are able to make a 
fight, but the policy of the Union has always 
been one of peace, and it is doubtful if the 
managers will permit the affair to become 
too serious. In other parts of the field, how- 
ever, there are all kinds of opportunities for 
serious trouble. This district is not the only 
one receiving attention, however, and general 
conditions insure success to the investor in 
almost any field in the State and activity in 
property transfers in all the fields and adja 
cent to the fields is increasing and prices are 
advancing. Apparently no one can read fail 
ure in anything that has to do with the oll 
industry.
